The committee on joint rules report that they recommend the 
adoption of the following as the 

JOINT RULES 

OF THE 

SENATE AND HOUSE OF REPBESENTATIVES: 



1. 

A joint assembly shall be formed by a union of the senate and 
house of representatives in the hall of the latter, at such time and 
for such speeifio purpose only as may be expressed in a concurrent 
resolution of both houses; and may adjourn from time to time dur- 
ing the session of the general assembly. The president of the 
senate shaU in all eases preside over, and the secretary of State, or 
in his absence the secretary of the senate shall officiate as clerk; 
and the rn]ep of the senate, as far as applicable, shall be observed 
in regulating the proceedings of every joint assembly. 

2. 

The proceeding of every joint assembly, including the resolu- 
tion ordering the same, shall be recorded by the rlerk in a hook 
kept for that purpose, which shall be preserved in tlu- office of the 
secretary of State, a copy of which shall he furnished to the jrov- 
emor by the secretary of State, and shall be published with the 
journal of the proceedings of the senate. 
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3. 

At the commencement of each aesfeion the following joint stand- 
ing committee, coiiBisting of two senators and threv representa- 
. tivis. sli.ill be appointed by the presiding oificers of f he two houses 
respectively, to wit: 

A Committee on Joint Kulcs. 

Also the following joint standing committees, to consist of three 
senators and five representatives, to wit : 

A Committee on the Library. 

Committee on the IIouHe of Correction. 
A Committee on the Reform School. 
A Committee on Game and Fisheries. 
A Committee on State and Court Expenses, 

4. 

' A joint committee of three senators and three representatives 

shall be appointed by the presiding officers of the two houses, re- 
spectively, to whom may be referred all documents transmitted by 
trie governor for the nse of the general assembly, who shall report 
thereon to that house from which they were received. 

The committee of the senate and house of representatives, to 
whom the same subject matter shall have been referred, may, for 
the purpose of facilitating business, meet together as a joint com- 
mittee, and make a joint or separate report to either or both 
houses, as they may think expedient. 

6. 

In every case of disagreement between the senate and house of 

representatives, if either shall request a conference and appoint a 

committee for that purpose, and the other house shall also appoint 
a committee on its part, such committees shall meet at a conven- 
ient hour, to be agreed upon by their chairmen, in the conference- 
room, and state to each other, verbally or in writinfr, tlie reasons 
of each house for its vote on the subject matter of disa<^reement, 
confer freely thereon, and make a report of their doings to their 
respective houses as soon as may be. 

7. 

Committees of conference shall consist of an equal number from 
each house, and shall return the papers referred to them to that 
house which last voted upon the subject matter of disagreement. 
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The report of the committee of conference cannot be amended or 
altered^ as that of other committe£s may be. In idl caBes of 
conference asked after u vote of disagreement, the conferees of 
the houBe asking it are to leave the papers with the conferees of 
the other. 

After each house sliall have adhered to the vote of disagrcexiieuti, 
a bill or resolutiDU shall be lost. 

9. 

When bills aud resolutious are ou their passage between the 
two houses, they shall be verified by the attestation of the secretary 
or clerk of each house, respectively, and all bills after their third 
reading has been ordered, and before beino^ read the third time, 
shall be duly engrossed, if the house in wliich they originated so 
order ; and all joint resolutions shall be fairly engrossed, after their 
passage in the house in which they originated, mid phall, when 
finally passed , be signed by the presiding officers of both houses, in 
the same manner as bills. 

10. 

W hen a bill or resoiuLion which shall have passed one house is 
rejected in the other, notice thereof shall be given to the house in 
.which the same shall have passed ; and all such rejected bills or 
resolutions, with the accompanying papers, shall be returned to 
and left in the custody of the house which first acted on them. 

11. * ' 

Each house sliall transmit to the other all papers on which any 
bill or resolution shall be founded : and should any bill or resolu- 
tion pass both houses the same papers sliall be delivered to the 
governor. 

12. 

No bill which shall have passed one house, shall be sent for con- 
currence to the other on the last day of the session. 

la. 

A two-thirds vote of all present shall be required for the sus- 
pension of any joint, rule.

The senate coniiuittee uu rales respectfully re})ai*ts and recom- 
mends the adoption by the senate of the following as its rules for 
the session of 1890, viz. : 



liULE8 AND ORDERS OF TilK .SENATE. • 



1. 

The credentials of senators shall be presented to the secretary or 
assistant secretary previous to ten o'clock in the morning of the 
fii-et Wednesday of October, at which time the senate shall be 
called to ordtM'. The mimes of the senators shall be called, and 
when a quoriuii sliall liave taken their seats, they shall take the 

following oath, viz.: "1, , senator of the county of , 

in the State of Vermont, October session, 18 — , do solemnly swear 
that I will be faithful and true to the State of Vermont, and that I 
will not directly or indirectly, do any act or thing injurious to the 
constitution or government thereof as established by convention. 
So help me God. And I also solemnly swear that, as a member 
of this senate, I will not propose or assent to any bill, vote or reso- 
lution wliich shall appear to me injurious to the people, nor do 
or consent to any act or thing' whatever that shall have a tendency 
to lessen or abridge their riirhts or privileges, as declared by the 
, constitution of this Stale; bui will in all things conduct myself as 
a faithful, honest representative and guardian of the people, accord- 
ing to the best of my judgment and abilities. So help me Gk>d. 
And I also solemnly swear (or affirm) that I did not at the time of 
my election to this body, and that I do not now, hold any office of 
profit or trust under the authority of congress. So help me God." 
Whereupon they shall, on nomination of the president, appoint a 
can r ass lay roininlttecy consistin<r of oiie sr'icitor from each county, 
to join such committee as the liouse ol representatives may ap- 
- point, whose duty it shall be to receive, sort and count the votes 
for governor, lieuteimnt-goveruor, treasurer, secretary of state and 
auditor of accounts; and shall, in like manner, appoint a commit- 
tee of one senator from each county to join such committee as tlie 
house of representatives may appoint, whose duty it shall be to 
canvass the votes for county and probate officers, and make report 
thereof to the joint assembly of both houses.

The seaate shall meet every day (Sundays excepted), ut ten o'clock 
in the morning, and at two o'clock in the afternoon, unless other- 
wise ^^iijly ordered. 

3. 

The president baving taken the ( hair, aud a quorum heing pres- 
ent^ the journal of the preceding day shall be read» and all errors 
therein corrected. 

4. 

In case no quoi-uni ^hall assemble within htteeii minutes after 
the time to which the senate was ad journed, those present shall 
have the'power to send the ser^eaut-a.L-arm8, or other officer after 
the absentees, and com^l their attendance. 

5. 

The eenate shall biuuniaily, within the first four days of actual 
sitting, elect, by ballot, a secretary, uu assistiiut secretary aud 
president pro tempore, who shall be severally sworn to the faithful 
discharge of their duties, and shall hold their offices until super- 
ceded by a new election. The assistant secretary sliall be ex officio 
engrossing clerk. The president pro tempore so elected shall pre- 
side in the absence of the president. 

6. 

Whenever the senate sliall assemble, according to adjournment, 

or at the commencement of a session, and the president and presi- 
dent j^ro tempore Rhali be absent, it shall be the duty of the secre- 
tary, if present, if not. of a senator, to call to order, and the sena- 
tors present, if a quorum, shall by ballot elect a president pro tent- 
pore, who shall preside until the return of the president or the 
president pro tempore named in rule 5.

No senator shall be absent without leave, unless he be sick, or 
otherwise necessarily detained. 

8. 

No senator shall audibly speak to another, or otherwise interrupt 
the btisiness of the senate, while the journal or other public papers 
are being read, or while a senator is orderly speaking in debate. 

9. 

Every senator when he speaks, shall, standing in his place, ad- 
dress the president, and when he has finished shall sit down. 
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10. 

Ko senator shall speak more than twice on the same question, 
without leave of the genate, and senatoi's who have once spoken^ 
shall not again be entitled to the floor (except for the purpose of 
explanation), to the exclusion of another who has not spoken* 

11. 

In all cases, the senator lirst arising and addressing the president 
(subject to the restriction of Rule 10) shall be entitled to the floor, 
and when two or more arise at the same time, the president shall 
name the one who is to speak. 

When a senator shall be called to order he shall sit down; aiul 
every qncstion of order shall be decided by the president without 
debate, subject to an appeal to the seuatc. 

13. : 

If a senator be called to order for words spol<en, tlie exceptional 
words shall be immediately taken down in writing by the senator 
calling to or(l( r, that the president may be better enabled to judge 
of the matter. 

14. 

'I'he hrst hour of each morning's sitting may be devoted to the 
reei'ption and disposal of petitions, memorials, and remonstrances, 
motions, resolutions and the introduction of bills: after which the 
orders of the day, or other proper business, shall be announced, 
always commencing with the unfinished business of the last sitting. 
The first hour of the aftemoon^s sitting may be occupied in re- 
ceiving and disposing of reports of committees and in completing 
the business of the morning hour, at the expiration of which the 
senate will again take up the orders of the day. 

16. 

Beports of committees may be signed by any member in behalf of 
the committee, and shall be ity him presented to the senate when 

the call for reports is made. The signer of each report simll he held 
responsible for the accuracy of its statements and tlie propriety of 
its language, and when the same shall be under consideration he 
shall be fiii ;li< i liable to give additional statements of facts or other 
ex2)lanaLiuiifc, in answer to llie call of any senator. 

16. 

The proceedings of the senate, except when acting us in com- 
mittee of the whole, embracing the titles of bills and such parts 
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thereof as may be affected by the proposed amendments^ and also 
tlie names of the senators^ and the votes which thev give on every 

question decided by yeas and navR, shall be, by the secretary, ac- 
curately and concisely inserted in the journal. 

17. 

The senate shall at each biennial seBsion appoint the following 
committees, to consist of three members eaeh. except that the com- 
mittee on judiciary and on railroads sbnll consist of seven members 
each, and the committees on clainus, on education, and general 
committee shall coneist of five members each:

A Committee on Finance. 

A Committee on Judiciary. 

A Committee on Claims. 

A Committee on Education. 

A Committee on Agriculture. 

A Committee on Manufactures. 

A Committee on Elections.

A Committee on Printing.

18. 

The subject matter of each and every bill and resolution shall be 
briefly indicated m its title by the mover ; and every bill and reso- 
lution shall be pro])erly folded, and the name ol' the mover legibly 
written at the bottom of the same, before its introduction. 

19. 

All bills after the second reallinL^ :ni(l all petitions, memorials 
renionst 1 :Lii( es, resolutions and otlier papers, calling for legislative 
action (exce])t sill h as have been reported by a committee), no ob- 
jection being made, shall be referred by the president to appro|)ri- 
ate committees. 

Before any resolution, any petition,' or other paper addressed 
to the senate, shall be received and read, whether the same shall be 
introduced by the president or a senator, the title shall be lairly 
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endorsed thereon, and u brief statement of its objects or contents 
shall be made by the introducer.

Every motion shall be reduced to writing by the mover, if re- 
quired thereto by the president or a Beuator, and a motion to lay 
another motion, the latter not being in writing, on the table, or 
otherwise to dispose of it, shall not be in order.

Every bill shall receive three readings before it is passed; the 
president shall give notice at each reading whether it be the first 
second, or third ; tlic la^t of which reading of public bills shall be 
at least twenty-four hours after the first reading, unless the senate 
unanimously direct otherwise ; provided that tlie hills may l)e re*Mi 
the second time by their titles Resolutions re<|uirinfr the approba- 
tion and signature of the Govcrnur shall be treated in all respects 
as bilk ; and the third reading of all bills of a public nature shall 
be ordered for some particular day.

To postpone to a day certain ; 
To commit ; 
To amend ; 
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Which Bovcriil motions shall liave prccedeuce m they 8tand ar- 
rauged, and the motioiic* rulutiug to adjournment, to take a leeess, 
to proceed to the consideration of executive business, to lay on the 
table» shall be decided without debate. 

26. ' 

A call for the previous question shall not at any time be iu order. 
A luoliou to adjourn bhaii always be iu order. 

If the question in debate cuutaius several points, the same may 
be divided on the demand of a senator. A mution to .strike out 
and insert shall not be divided, but the rejection of a moLiuu to 
strike out and insert one proposition shall not j)reclude a motion to 
strike out and insert a different one, or a motion to simply strike 
out, nor shall the rejection of a motion simply to strike out, pre- 
vent a subsequent one to strike out and insert. 

28. 

In filling blanks, the largest sum and the longest time shall be 
first in order. 

29. 

When the reading of a paper is called for, and the same is ob- 
jected to by a senator, the question* shall be determined by a vote 
of the senate.

The vcikj and navs shall be taken on a call of a senator, and 
every t^eiiator ])rfspnt shall vote unless excused by the senate; but 
no senator shall be compelled to vote who wajj absent when the 
question was stilted by tlie pretsideut. 

31. 

IsO senator in the minority, nor one who did not vote on the de- 
cision of the question, shall have a right to move a reconsideration 
thereof; nor shall any motion for reconsideration be in order un- 
less made before the close of the next day of actual sitting of the 
senate after that in which the vote was taken, and' before the bill, 
resolution, report, amendment, address, or motion upon which 
the Yote was taken, shall, in the regular progress of business, have 
gone out of the possession of the senate.

Messages shall be sent to the house of representatives by the sec- 
retary or assistant secretary. 

37. 

Reporters may be placed on the floor of the senate, under the 
direction of the secretary, with the approbation of the president. 

38. 

No person shall be admitted within the lobby of the senate 
chamber except the governor, treasurer of the State, secretary of 
State, auditor of accounts, members of the other house, judges of ^ 
the supreme court, senators and representatives in congress, ex- 
governors* and lieutcnant-<?overnors, ex-judgus of the supreme 
court, ex-senatoivs of the State senate, district judge, circuit jud^e, 
and attoruey of the United KStntos, members of other state legis- 
bitures, clerk and assistant clerk of the house of representatives, 
and the secretary of civil and military affairs, and such ladies and 
gentlemen as the president or a senator may introduce. 

39. 

When in session the senators shall sit with their heads uncov- 
ered. 
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40. 

Upon any disorderly conduct in the gajlery, the president may 
order the same to bo cleared. 

41. 

Whenever a bill or resolatiou is laid on the table, by order of 
the senate, and shall have remained on the table twenty-four 
hours, it shall be subject to be taken up by the chair, and pre- 
sented for the consideration of the senate, without a call or order 
on the subject. 

42. 

There shall be one door-keeper, one assistant door-keeper, and 
two messengers of the senate. 

CHOIOB OF 81BAT8. 
43. 

At nine oWook on the morning of the first day of the session, 

and before the session shall be called to order, the secretary shall 
place in a box prepared for tlic purpose, fourteen ballots, designat- 
ing by name the several counties in the State, mid shall ])rocctHl to 
draw therefrom, impartially, one ballot at a time, until all are 
drawn. And as each ballot is drawn, the senator or senaluis from 
the county designated by sucli ballot, shall, personally, if prebcut, 
or may by proxy, if absent, select his or their seat or seats. If any 
senator or senators, from any county so drawn, should not be preB- 
eat, either personidly or by proxy, at the time of such drawing, 
the county next drawn shall nave preference. 

44. 

After tlie second reading of any senate bill of a public charac- 
ter, the secretary sliall cause not less than three hundred copies of 
the same to be fortliwiLh printed for the use of the general assem- 
bly, unless already printed, and he shall furnish five copies thereof 
to the librarian.

No bills except such as may be reported from the several com- 
mittees, shall be introduced into the senate after the first day of 
November next, except by consent of two-thirds of the senators 
present.

An act providing for a bureau of immigration and in- 
dustrial interests. 

It is hereby enacted by the Gmeral Assembly of the /State 
of V^ermont: 

Section 1. The governor of the stale i< licrehy nuiliorized and 
required to appoint a coniniissioner of ininngration and industrial 
interepts, whose term of oiiiee shall <'oninienc'e December 1, 1890, 
and expire November 30, 1802, at Which hitter (hite (xsuvember 30, 
1S92) im. of the provisions of this act relating to the appointment 
and duties of such commissioner, shall cease and determine. 

Sec. 2. The duties of Siiid commissioner shall be to take such 
action as shall seem to him best calculated to bring the agricultural, 
manufacturing, and other industrial interests of the State to the 
knowledge of the people of other States or countries, with especial 

reference to the purchase, lease, or labor upon, 'lands once under 
cultivation, but now unoccupied, or other lands available for that 
purpose within the State, and to the occupancy and development 
of the manufacturinir facilities of Vermont. He shall make a de- 
tailed re])ort of this work, with the result thereof as far as obtaina- 
ble, to the legislature at its biennial session of 1892. 

Sec. 3. For carrying out the provisions of the preceding section, 
in addition to the expense of the con)nii6oion hereinafter provided 
for, the sum of six thousand dollars is hereby appropriated to be 
used, in whole, or in part, by the commissioner in his discretion, 
to be paid out of the State treasury upon order of the auditor of 
accounts, to whom the commissioner shall present all bills of ex- 
pense under this section.

They inspected the institution; also the out-buildings and 
grounds. 
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The main building or home is now entirely completed, and will 
accommodate eighty veteranB^ each room containing two single 
beds and well furnished otherwise. 

Sixteen rooms were fnmished by different Q, A. R. posts and 
Woman's Belief Corps, with the understanding, that they are to ba 
used by members of these posts when required. ' 

' There are now sixty-four yeterans in the home, and applicationB 
on file for five more. 

There are four sick in hospital and five in (jnarfcers. 

The room now used for a hospital Avill aceoinniodate but four, 
and is inadequate for its reqiiiroments. Furthermore it is on the 
srcoiid Hoor, directly ovor*the smoking room, an4 adjoining the 
rooms used for the other inmates, wiiich makes it very disagreeable 
for all. 

Your committee would recommend the erection of a suitable 
building tor a hospital, entirely dipconnected from the main build- 
inir, and are coniident that the .sick would be more comfortable and 
receive better care than they now can have. 

The books of the su})erinteudent were examined, and while well 
and carefully kept, we recommend that they in future be so kept 
that the farm account will be separate from the house account. 

The farm has been quite productive, nototdy furnishing vege- 
taldes. milk and other products enough to pnpply the wants of the 
home but also a surplus of over four hundred dollars has l)een sold. 

Your committee recommends an appropriation of twenty thou- 
sand dollars to meet the current expenses of the home for the next 
two years, the expenses of buildini: and furnishing a suitable hos- 
pital to be included in thia appropriation.

son residing therein eligible to said appointment. If there is no 
resident practicing physician in said town or city, any physician 
whose regular practice extends into said town or city may be ap- 
pointed. Said appointment shall be made within thirty days 
after this act takes elfect, and in the month of March in each year 
thereafter, and such health ''oflicer so appointed shall hold otiice 
until his successor. is appointed. In case of a vacancy in the oflfiee 
of health officer, by death, removal or resignation, the said vacan- 
cy shall be filled by a new appointment within thirty days from 
the time such Tacancy shall occur.

Whenever 
a commimicabie disease is prevailing to any considerable extent, he 
shall make to the secretary of the State board of health, weekly re- 
ports concerninff said disease during its continuance. In the month 
of March in each year, each health officer shall also make to the 
secretary of the State board of health, a full report of the sanitary 
condition public health of his town, and of his doings duriDg 
the preceding year.

Anv linuseliolder in whose residence there occurs a 
case of infe(Mious or contairious disease of a character to be dancer- 
ous to tlie j)iil)lic health, shall immediately give notice thereof to 
the health ofticer. Any physician who attends professionally a 
person having a communicable disease dangerous to the public 
health, shall at once report to the health officer, all ho knows or 
has discovered about said disease. Any householder or phjrsician 
failing to give timely notice to the health ofBioer of the existence 
of such disease shalTbe subject to a fine of not less than ten dollars. 

Sec. 8. The bodies of persons having died of small-pox, Asiatic 
cholera, typhus fever or yellow fever, as soon as the evidences of 
death are conclusive, shall be wrapped in a sheet saturated with a 
' solution of a half pound of chloride of zinc in a gallon of water^ or 
a solution of bichloride of mercury of not less than two per cent 
strength, and be enclosed in a proper coffin or box and be buried 
immediately with as little publicity as possible. Such bodies shall 
not be allowed to be put in any hearse or public vehicle^ and shall 
• not be moved to any place in this State, except the place of burial, 
and no sticli body sliall be allowed to be brought into this State 
from any place without the State. 

Sec. 9. The body of any person who has died with diphtheria^ 
scarlatina, typhoid fever, erysipelas, or other infectious or conta- 

fious disease (except those enumerated in section eight of this act), 
ansfcrous to public health, shall be prepared in the same manner 
and buried with as little dcday and publicity as possible. The 
bodies specified in this section may be removed or transported in 
this state when prepared as provided in section eiglit, and incased 
in an air-tiglit casket, and enclovsed in a strong wooden box, with 
the space between the casket and box filled with sawdust, fully 
saturated wtth one of the solutions before mentioned. Provided, 
however, that such bodies shall not be moved from town to town 
unless the health officer of the town where such person died shall 
give a certificate in which the cause of death shall be Qlearly 
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stated, with an affidavit of the undertaker statiiifr how the body 
has been prepared and encaBcd, and the coTisrnt of the health 
officer of the place to wliich the body in consigned, that the same 
may be received. Any person violating the provisions of this sec- 
tion or of section eight of this act shall be guilty of amisdcmeauor, 
and upon conviction sliall be sentenced to pay a line to the treas- 
urer of the State of not less than ten dollars.

Said pamphlet shall give the 
educational and other advantages, the railroad and mail facilities^ 
together with a description of such unoccupied farms, quarries, 
mines, etc. The commissioner is authorized to contract for the 
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printing of eight thousand copies of said pamphlet for distribu- 
tion, and such blankB and stationery as lie may require in carrying 
out the provisions of this act. He is authorized to take such fur- 
ther aetion in adyertising the reeoiirceB of Vermont and its attrao- 
tions as a place of permanent or temporary residence and for car- 
i^ing out the purposes of this act, as in his judgment shall be for 
the best interests of the State.

Sec. % The annual meetings of said corporation shall be holden 
on the third Tuesdays of January, at such nour of the day as may 
be appointed, at the school bouse in said Chester village, or at 
such other time and place as corporation shall hereafter appoint, 
notice of which shall be posted up in at least three public places in 
said Chester village, not less than ten days nor more than thirty i 
days before the time of holding said meeting. Annual meetings | 
shall be warned by the clerk, or, in csipc of his neglect, by a major- | 
ity of the trustees, or in case of the ucglcct of both the trustees i 
and the clerk, by a majority of the juBtiees residing in said village, 
and shall specify the time and place of holding the same and the i 
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buBinesB to be transacted at snoh meeting. Speoial meetings may 
be called at any time, in the same manner as the annual meetings, 
and phall be called on application in writing of five or more legal 
voters in said Tillage. 

Sbo. 3. Persons residing in the village, who are legal Yoterg in 
town meetings in said Ohesteri shall be voters in village meetings. 

Sec. 4. At the annual meeting said corporation shall, by bal- 
lot, if called for by three or more legal voters in such meeting, 
^ect for the ensuing year and until their successors are chosen, a 

president who shall preside at all meetings of the corporation, and 
shall have all the powers of a moderator at town meetings; a clerk, 
who shall keep a record of all the proceedings of said corporation, 
with powers to certify copies of the same, and who shall perform 
the usual duties of a clerk; not less than five or more than seven 
trustees, who shall have charge of the management of the pru- 
dential affairs of said corporation, with powers necessary for that 
imrpose, who may fill dl vacancies in the offices of said corpora- 
tion, except the moderator, and may act by a majority: and of 
whom the oldest in office present at any village meeting shall pre- 
side when the moderator is absent; a treasurer and a collector, who 
shall be sworn, and who shall have the power and discharge the 
usual duties of such oflSces in town, and shall give bonds^ for the 
faithful performance of the same, in such sum as the corporation 
of baililfs shall direct. If a treasurer or collector does not give 
such bonds within ten days after his election or appointment, his 
oliice shall be vacant; a chief engineer and two assistant engin- 
eers, who shall be ex officio fire wardens of said village, and shall 
have all the rights and powers given to engineeis in fire districts 
under chapter one hundred and thirty-four of the Bevised Laws, 
and shall rank in the same order, and shall perform such other 
duties as may be prescribed by the by-laws and ordinances of said 
village, and have the necessary powers for that purpose ; three 
auditors, who shall have the powers and perform the duties in said 
village which town auditors perform in towns, and shall cause their 
report to be printed at the expense of the village, and circulated 
among the tax payers tlierLof, at least ten days before the annual 
meeting; not less than one nor more than three street commis- 
sioners, who shall have the same powers and be subject to the 
same Ikbilities in respect to the repairs'of streets and highways as 
street commissioners nave, by law, in towns where thev elect such 
commissioners, subject to the by-laws, resolutions, and ordinances 
of said village. In case of a faunre to elect such officers at the an- 
nual meeting, they may be elected at a special meeting called for 
that purpose. 

Sbo. 5. The trustees of said village shall have the same powers 
to lay out, alter and discontinue streets and highways in said vil- 
lage as are vested, by law, in the selectmen in towns, and all pro- 
ceedings in respect to laying out, altering, and discontinuing streets 
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and highways in said village, sliall be had in the same manner as is 
prescribed by law in respect to such mattcrj? in towns, and from all 
of tlieir u( ts, nv oraiseious, or refusals to act in such respect, ap- 
peals may taken to the county court, in the same manner as is 
provided by law from the decision of selectmen in such matters. 
And the selectmen of the town of Chester shall have no power to 
la^ out^ alter, or discontinue streets or highways within the limits 
of eaid Tillage. 

Sec. G. All the territory embraced within the liauts of said 
village is hereby constituted a highway district of the town of Ches- 
ter, and the highway taxes in Baid district shall be paid in money, 
and the selectmen of the town of Chester, shall from year to year 
hereafter, make out a tax bill and deliyer the same seasonably to 
the collector of said village with a Ti^^rrant for its collection, who 
shall proceed in its collection, and shall from time to time as such 
taxee are collected pay one-fourth of the same into the treasury of 
the town of Chester, to be used and applied by the selectmen of said 
town in the repairing of highways and bridges as said sele< iTTif ii 
shall direct ; and the remainder of said tax shall be paid into the i 
treasury of said village to be used and applied by the trustees in build- | 
ing, repairing and sustaining the highways, streets, walks, alleys, 
sidewalks, lanes and sewers of said village, and if any portion of 
said tax so paid into the treasnrv of said Tillage in the judgment of 
the trastees shall not be needed for the purposes above specified^ 
the same may in the discretion of said trustees be expended in im- 
proving, beautifying or lighting the streets or common of said vil- 
lage, and no highway surveyor shall be required or chosen by the 
town for said village highway district, 

SXG. 7. When the public health or convenience shall require 
the construction of a common sewer or main drain in the village of 
Chester, and tlirough the principal stT-eets thereof, the bailiiiB of 
said village, iqinn application in writing of twenty or more free- 
holders and legal voters of said village, are liereby authorized and 
empowered to lay, make, and maintain such common sewers or main 
drams, and repair the same when necessary from time to time, and ^ 
for such purpose may take the lauds of any individuals or corpora- 
lions ; and said trustees shall proceed in the same manner as is pre- 
scribed by law for selectmen in taking lands for highways ana io 
awarding damages therefor ; and saia bailiffs shall make a return 
of their doings to the office of the clerk of said village, who shall 
record the same in the records of the village. Every person or cor- 
poration whose particular drain shall enter into such main drain or 
sewer, or who in the opinion of said bailiffs shall receive beiietit 
thereby for draining the premises of such person or corporation, 
shall be liable to contribute a just share towards the expenses of 
laying and constnicting and nuiintainingof such sewer or drain and 
shall bo assessed therefor by said trustees, such share; and at least 
ten days notice of the time and place of such assessment for ssid 
contribution shall be given to ^uch person, his agent, tenant, or 
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lessee, and a certificate of such assessment shall be left witli the 
clerk of said viilage, and recorded by said cleik, aud when so re- 
corded, the amoant so aBsessed shall be and remain a lien izi the 
nature of a tax upon the lands so assessed until the same shall be 
paid; and if the owner of such lands shall neglect for the space of 
six months after the final decision of said baiflfis, or in case of ap- 
peal to county court, to pay the village treasurer the amount of said 
assessment; the bailiffs shall issue their warrant for the collection 
of t]io Rfime, directed to the village collector of taxes, who shall 
have authority to sell at public auction so much of said lands as will 
satisfy said assessment and all leiral fees, who shall proceed in the 
same manner as collector of town taxes are reijuired by law to pro- 
ceed in selling real estate at auction for the collection of town taxes. 
When any person or corporation shall be dissatisfied with the de- 
cision of said trustees in the award of damages for land taken for 
sach sever or drain, or in any assessment for contribution for the 
same, such persons or corporation may petition the Washington 
county court for a re-assessment of sucn dami^es or contribution^ 
and any number of persons i^eed may join in the petition, but 
such petition shall not delay the laying or repairing of such sewer 
or drain. 

Such petition shall be served on the clerk of such village within 

sixty days next after the said award of damages or said assessment 
for contribution shall be filed in said clerk's nffice. Such proceed- 
ings shall be had in said court on said petitu)n as are provided by 
law" for the re-assessment of damages for laud taken for highways, 
except as herein provided, and the commissioners therein provided 
by said court shall notify one ol the baililfs of said corporation of 
the time and place when they will hear said matter. 

Sec. 8. The trustees of said village shall have jxiwer, and may 
appoint such number uf police ollicers wiUiiu said village, as said 
trustees may judge necessary for the interests of the inhabitants of 
said rillaffe, by writing under their hands, and shall be recorded 
by the Tillage clerk ; and such appointment mAj in the same way 
be revoked at any time. Said bailiffs may specify their duties as 
watchmen and patrols and asree with them for their compensation 
which shall he paid by the yulage. 

Each of such police shall be sworn and shall have the same 
powers within the limits of the said village as constables in serving 
criminal process and in criminal matters, and when on duty shall 
wear conspicuously a badge of of!ice, and shall hold their office for 
one year, unless sooner discharged as aforesaid. 

Sbo. 9. Said village may make, alter and repeal by-laws of the 
following subject matters, viz. : 

First, Belating to their streets, sidewalks, alleys, public high- 
ways, commons, parks and public grounds ; the cleaning, repair* 
ing and improving the same ; to prevent the encumbering oi the

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same with lh( wood, coal, ashee, lumber, carriages, boxes and 
other things, and to compel persons to remove from the sidewalks 
and gutters adjacent to the premises owned or occupied by them, 
snow, ice, dirt and garbage, and to keep such sidewalks and gut- 
ters clean. 

•Second, Eclating to a watch and lighting the streets. 

Third, Relating to slanghterhonsee and nuisances generally, and 
to compel the owner or opcupunt of an unwholesome or offensive 
house or place to remove or cleanse the same from time to time as 
may be necessary for the health and comfort ot the inhabitants of 
said village. 

Fourth, Relating to sewers. 

Fifth, Relating to a water supply for the protection of the vil- 
lage and the inhabitants thereof again j^t fires and for other pur- 
poses, and to regulate the use of the same. 

Sixth, To restrain animals from rnnning at large in said village. 

Seventh, To estahlish and regulate markets. 

Eighth, To erect and regulate hay scales. 

Ninth, To suppress disorderly and gaming housee, and all de- 
scriptions of ganiiiig, and for the destruction of instruments and 
devices used for that purpose. 

Tenth, To prevent immoderate driving in the streets and cruelty 

to animals. 

Eleventh, To regulate the erection of buildings and the materials 

to be used therefor, and the use of and occupancy of bnildings in - 
crowded localities for special hazardous purposes. 

Twelfth, To regulate the manufacture and keeping of gun- 
powder and all other combustibles or dangerous materiaSk 

Thirteenth^ To regulate the making, alteration and repairs of 
stove-pipes, furnaces, fire-places, depositories for ashes and other 
things from which loss or damage may be apprehended by fire, 
and in general to provide for the preservation of buildings from 
fires, by precautionary measures and inspections. 

* Fourteenth, To establish, regulate and maintain, a fire depart- 
ment and fire, hose and hook and ladder companies. 

Fifteenth, To regulate or restrain the use and sale of rockets, 
squibs, fire-crackers, toy pistols or other fire-works within the 
village. 

Sixteenth, To regulate the exhibition of shows not interdicted 
by law. 

Seventeenth, To license inn-keepers and victualers, peddlers, 
itinerant venderb and auctioneers, and to license and suppress bil- 
liard and pool tables, bowling alleys, skating rinks and other places 
Qf amusement. 
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Eighteenth, To regulate the grade and width of streets and 
sidewaiks and the construction thereof^ and protect the same. 

Nineteenth, To prohibit and punish wilful injury to trees 
planted for shade, ornament, convenience or nse, public or private, 
and to prevent and punish trespass or wilful injuries to or upon 
public buildin^B, squares, commons, cemeteries or other property 
within said village. 

And said corporation may establish, alter, or repeal other by-laws 
and ordinances which it may deem necessary for the well-being 
of said village and for the proper regulation of the officers thereof 
not repugnant to the laws of this State. 

Sbo. 10. Said village may impose a fine or forfeiture not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars for the violation of any by-laws or or- 
dinance. Such penalty may be recovered in an action on the case 
upon this statute, in the name of said corporation, in which action 
it shall be BufTicient to declare generally that the defendant is 
guilty of a violation of a certain by-law, namiiiL' it prenerally, and 
under ench declaration the special matter may be given in evidence. 
But nothing herein contained shall be eo conBtrued as to prevent 
said corporation from having such other and further relief as it 
may be entitled by law tu compel a compliance with the by-laws and 
ordinance of said village. 

Sec. 11. The property belonging to fire district number l,in said 
Chester at the time of the taking effect of this act Bball vest in the 
village of Chester hereby constituted, and said village shall be held 
for the liabilities of said fire district outstanding at said time, and 
from and after said time, said fire district shall cease to exist. 

Sec. 12. Said village is hereby constituted a fire district for the 
purpose of preventing the destructive consequences of fires, and 
the trastees thereof shall have all the j)ower8 and be subject to the 
same restrictions as prudential committees in fire districts, in mak- 
ing contracts and expenditures for the preservation of property in 
said village from loss or damage by fire. 

Skc. 13. It shall be the duty of the listers of the town of Ghes- ^ 
terj, in making their assessments of real estate in said town, to 
designate in the list bv them made> the real estate situated 

within the village of Chester; and in case any piece or parcel 
of real estate is situated partly within and partly without the 
limits of said village, said listers shall designate in said list the 
appraised value of said real estate which lies within said limits. 

Sec. 14. Said village may at its annual meetine or any special 
meeting warned for that purpose assess a tax on ttie taxable polls 
of the residents of said village, and on the list of real and personal 
estate taxable therein, for any of the purposes mentioned in this act, 
and shall have all the powers, and may collect such tax in the same 
manner as is provided by law for the collection of town taxes in 
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townBy and the bailiffs of said village are to have the power and 
perform the duties herein required of the selectmen in towns. 

Sec. 15. The trustees and clerk of said village shall constitute 
a board for the abatement of taxes in said village, and shall have 
tlie same power and proceed in the same manner as the board for 
the abatement of taxes in towns. 

Sso. 16. A member of said corporation shall not he disqualified 

by reason of Buch membership to act as jiidire, jnror, sheriff, con- 
stable, or justice in any cause or proceeding in which such corpora- 
tion is interested. 

Sec. 17.. Said village, at an annual meeting, or any speecial 
meeting called for that purpose, is hereby auth^orized and empow- 
ered to vote to borrow money for any of tlie purposes herein men- 
tioned and to issue its notes and bonds therefor, which bonds and 
notes shall be signed by the bailiffs and countersigned by the treas- 
urer of said village, and payable at such time or times as said vil- 
lage may direct; provided, however, that no vote to borrow money, 
or for the issue of notes or bonds, shall he iiaken at any meeting for 
which the call or warrant does not specify that purpose. Before 
said notes and bonds shall issue a record thereof shall he made in a 
book kept for that purpose in the office of the treasurer of said vil- 
lage. 

Sec. 18. This act shall be subject to future legislatures to alter, 
amend, or repeal, and shall take effect on the third Tuesday of 
January, A. D. 1891, provided a majority of the legal voters of said 
village present at the meeting shall vote to accept the provisions 
thereof, at a meeting to he held in the school house in said village 
of Chester, at seven o'clock in the afternoon of the first Tuesday of 
January next, or at an adjourned meeting thereof, and a publica- 
tion of this act at least once in the Ludlow Trihime, a newspaper 
ublished at Ludlow, at least ten days before said first Tuesday of 
anuary, shall be a sufficient notice of said meetisff. If the pro- 
visions of this act are accepted as aforesaid, the selectmen of the 
town of Chester shall call a meeting of said^ village as provided in 
this act, to be hold en in the school house in said Chester on the 
third Tuesday of January next, at seven o'clock in the afternoon, 
to elect village officers and to transact such other business as mav 
be Btated in tiie wurning, not inooiunstent irith anytfaiiig ooutainea 
iu this act.

The conference committee appointed upon the disagreeing votes 
of the two houses oh senate proposal of amendment to H. 200, re- 
spectfully report that they have considered the same, and recom- 
mend that the senate recede from- its proposal of amendment and 
that the biU be amended by striking out all after the enacting 
clause, and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

Sbotion 1. The subscribers to the capital stock of the corpora* 
tion hereby established, and their successors and assigns^ are con- 
stituted a corporation and body politic, by the name of the Orleans 
Trust Company; and by that name may sue and be sued; may 
have a common seal, and the same may alter at pleasure; mav pur- 
chase and hold real and personal estate, for their own use, and such 
real and personal estate, as may be received in the collection of 
debts, and may sell and convey the same, and shall have and enjoy 
all the privileges incident to corporations; and said Trust Com- 
pany shall be established in the town of Newport in the county of 
Orleans, 

Skc. 2. The capital stock of said corporation shall be fifty thou- 
sand (iollars, with the power to increase the same to any amount 
not exceeding two hundred thousand dollars, which shall be divided 
into shares of one hundred dollars each. 

Sec. 3. The books for receiving subscriptions for shares in said 
corporation shrill be opened at Newport in the conntyof Orleans at 
such time as shall be designated by a majority of the commission- 
ers hereinafter named, notice of which opening shall be published 
in a newspaper printed in said county of Orleans three weeks in 
succession, the last of which shall not be more than two weeks pre- 
vious to the day fixed by the commissioners for such opening, and 
said notice shall be signed by a majority of such commissioners 
under the direction of D. M. Camp, E. A. Stewart, 0. 8* Magoon, 
John Young, Homer Thrasher and Ghas. A. Prouty, or a majority 
of them, who are hereby appointed commissioners for that purpose, 
and who shall be sworn to a faithful discharge of their duty; and 
such books shall continue open from ten o'clock A. M. until four 
P. M. each dajr, Sundays excepted, for the space of ten days, and 
thereafter until five hundred shares shall be subscribed; and the 
subscribers shall, at the time of subscribiug, deposit with the com- 
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miBHioiierb ttii duliars on euch share by them subscribod. In case 
more than the whole amount of the capital atock is subscribed, the 
said oommisBioners shall allot and disthbate the same among the 
subscribers in such manner as they may deem most /or. the interest 
of all concerned, and if there shall be an increase of the capital 
stock of said corporation as herein proyided, the said increase shall 
be divided among the then stockholders pro rata if they will accept 
the same, and, in case the whole of snch increase is not thus dis^ 
tributed, the surplus may be divided among the then stockholders 
of said corporation, who will receive and pay for the Bame, in pro- 
portion to the amount of stock held by them, or in such other 
manner as the board of directore shall determine. 

Sec. 4. Said commissioneiB shall, upon the whole amount of 
stock being subscribed for, or within sixty days thereafter, call a 
meeting of the stocklioiderb of said corporation, at such place in 
Orleans county as they shall think proper, by publishing a notice 
thereof, signed by a majority of them, in a weekly newspaper 
printed in the county of Orleans, three weeks successively, pre<> 
yious to such meeting, for the purpose of electing five or more 
directors of said corporation; and said commissioners shall deliver 
to said directors of said corporation when elected, and within ten 
days after they shall enter upon the duties of their office, a list of 
all the nnmes of persons entitled to share in said corporation, and 
the number of snares to which each is entitled, and the sum by 
each deposited with them, alfo the moneys received by them on 
deposit on said shares; which list, said directors shall cause to be 
recorded on the books of said corporation, and shall thereupon 
iscsuc certificates to such subscribers for ihcir stock. 

Sec. 5. Every stockholder shall be entitled to one vote for di- 
rectors, for every share of capital stock standing in his or her 
name on the books of the corporation. 

Sec. 6. The corporation shall not commence business until at 
least fifty per cent of the wliole capital stock shall have been paid 
into said corporation. After the shares shall have been distributed 
and allotted,each stockholder shall pay the whole amount remaining 
due on the shares so hold by him, at such time or times as the 
board of directors shall appoint, of which at least ten days' notice 
shall be given to each subscriber by mail, and publishing the same 
in some newspaper printed in Orleans county; and the shares of 
each stockholder omitting to make such payment shall be forfeited, 
together with all previous payments made thereon; provided that 
the whole amount of sucif capital stock shall be paid in within two 
years from the date of organization of the corporation. 

Sec. 7. All the business of said corporation shall be managed 
by not less than five nor more than nine directors, a majority of 
whom shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, 
who shall be stockholders in said corporation, each to the amount 
of one thousand dollars, and inhabitants of this State, and shall 
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hold their office until tiie second Tuesday in January after their ap- 
pointment, and until their successors are appointed and qualified, 
and shall be elected annually after their first election, at such time 
and place as a majority of the directors^ for the time being, shall 
direct, public notice whereof shall be eiTen by pnblio&tion of 
the same in a newspaper printed in the said connty of Orleans for 
the space of three weeks next previous to such election, and all such 
elections shall be made by ballot by the stockholders of said cor- 
poration, who shall be present in person or by proxy, and the sey- 
eral persons who shall receive the greatest number of votes at such 
elections shall be directore, ;ind if any two or more persons phall re- 
ceive an equal number of votes, so that more than the required 
number thereof shall, by a plurality of votes, appear to he elected, 
the stockholders shall proceed to ballot a second time, and by a 
plurality of voles determine which of said persons so hiiving an 
equal number of votes shall be directors; and in case any vacanc? 
shall happen, by death, resignation or otherwise, the vacancy shall 
be filled from among the stockholders by a majority of the remain- 
ing directors. Aft^ their election, the directors shall elect from 
their namber a president, vice-president and such other officers as 
they may deem necessary. The said directors shall be liable to the 
creditors and stockholders of said cor]^ration for any loss which 
may be sustained in consequence of any incompetency,unfaithfulne68 
or remissness in the discharge of their official duties hereinbefore or 
hereinafter prescribed; and any number of such directors may be 
tiued in the samo action by any claimant, under these provisions. 

Sec. 8. If the election of directors shall not be made on the 

day herein prescribed, Raid corporation shall not be thereby dis- 
solved, but a meeting for the election of directors may be hejd on 
any day, under such regulations as shall be prescribed by the by- 
laws of the corporation. 

Sec. 0. The shares of said corporation shall be transferred only 
in such manner and under such regulations as shall be pres( ribed 
by the by-laws of the corporation, provided that no transfers shall 
be valid until recorded by the treasurer, anci in his absence^ by any 
one of the directors, in a book for that purpose. 

Sec. 10. The corporation hereby created shall have power: 

First, To receive moneys on deposit or in trust, at such rate of 

interest or on snch terms as may be agreed upon, the rate of inter- 
est to be allowed for the deposits not exceeding the legal rate* 

Second, To accept and execute all such trusts, of erery descrip- 
tion not inconsistent with the laws of the State, as may be com- 
mitted to them by any person or perpons whomsoever, or by any 
corporation, or by order of the supreme court, probate court, or 
any other court of record in this State. 

Third, To take and accept, by grant, assignment, transfer, de- 
vise or bequest, and hold any real or personal estate on trusts

created in accordance with the laws of this State, and execute such 
legal trusts on such terms as may be declared, established or 
agreed upon in regard thereto; and in case no terms are declared, 
established or agreed upon> then the trust property is only to be 
inTested as provided by the terms of this act. 

Fourth, To accept from iiiid execute trusts for married women, 
in respect to their separate property, whether real or personal, and 
act as agents for them in the management of such property. 

Fiftli, To accept deposits where public ofhcers, or municipal or 
private corporations are autliorized or required by law to deposit 
money in bank, and such deposits may be made by such olliccrs or 
corporations with the said Orleans County Tmst Company and 
Savings Bank. 

Sixth, To issue letters of credit upon such terms as may be 
agreed upon by the directors. 

Sec. 11. The directors of said corporation may make such by- 
laws and regulations as they may deem necesbury and proper, not 
inconsistent with this act or the laws of this State. 

Sec. 12. Any trust property confided to said corporation shall 
be invested only according to the terms of the trust. 

Seo. 13. The corporation shall be allowed as compensation, for 
the care of the trust property, the investment and collection of the 

pumo, and for other services rendered in the execution of each 
trust, such sum as shall be agi'eed upon; and in the absence of any 
agreement, such compensation as is fixed by the by-laws or regula- 
tions of said corporation in force at the time such trust is created. 

Sec. 14. The directors and other officers of said corporation 
may at their discretion, pay to iirw minor or married woman, such 
sums as may have been deposited by him or her, and may be due to 
him or her, the same as if such minor was of age and rnvh married 
w^oman unmarried, and the check, receipt or requittance of such 
minur or married woman shall be a full discharge for the amount 
for which it is given. 

Sec. 15. The directors shall have discretionary power of invest- 
ing the moneys received by them on deposit or in trust, any of 
the methods permitted by law, to savings banks and trust com- 
panies, provided that when a special direction is given by, or agree- 
ment made with, those making deposits or leaving trust property 
with said corporation, as to the mode of investment thereof, the 
same shall be strictly followed, if in conformity with law. 

Sec. 16. No director, officer or employe of said corporation 
shall be, at any o]ic time, directly or indirectly indebted to said 
corporation for more than one-twentieth part oi' the capital stock 
actually paid in, and no loan shall be made to snch director, officers 
or employe of said corporation, without the written consent of a # 
majority of the directors; provided that the discount of bona ^fide 
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bills of exchange, drawn airainst actually existing values, and the 
discount of businesR or coinniercial paper, actually owned by such 
director, officer or employe negotiating the same, shall not be con- 
sidered as money borrowed; but no loan or diBcount of mch com- 
mercial or buBinebs paper of any individual, firm or coi'poration 
shall exceed the sum of ten thousand dollars, nor shall any loan be 
made by such corporation upon a pledge of its own stock. 

Sec. 17. iSaid corporation shall be liable at all events ^the act 
of God and the public enemies only, excepted), for all depontB, and 
for the safe keeping of all honds and other secarities receiyed by 
said corporation in trust; provided that in case of the. dissolution 
of the said corporation, by act of law, or otherwise, the debts due 
from said corporation, incuned by deposits in favor of minors^ in- 
sane persons or married women in their own right, shall haTe pref- 
erence and be satisfied before any other debts due from said cor- 
poration are paid. 

Sec. 18« This act shall not be construed to confer on said cor- 
poration any right or power to 'make any contract, or to accept or 
execute any trust whatever which it would not be lawful for any 
individual, under the irf'rieral rules of law which are or shall be iu - 
force, to make, accept or execute. 

Sec. 19. If at any time the capital stock paid into said corpor- 
ation shall be impaired by losses or otherwise, the directors snail 
forthwith repair the same by assessment, and no dividends shall be 
made or declared upon the capital stock of said corporation until 
the same are actually earned and realized over and above all losses 
and expenses. 

Sec. 20. Any president, director, or other oflRcer of said cor- 
poration who shall misapply or divert the moneys, funds or other 
trust property confided to and accepted b^ said corporation from 
the pur2K)6esand objects prescribed hj this act» or who shall imu> 
ticipate in such misapplication or diversion, shall on conyiction 
thereof, he punished oy imprisonment in the State prison not to 
exceed five years, and be fined not to exceed five thousand dol- 
lars^ or either of said punishments in the discretion of the court. 

Sbo. %1. This corporation shall be subject to the provisions of 
law applicable to savings ban]<s and trust companies, and to all 
general laws which may 'hereafter be enacted in relation to savings 
banks and trust companiep, and shall also be subject to the power 
of the legislature at any time hereafter to repeal, alter or modify 
this act or any of its provisions.

DEAF AI^D DUMB, BLIND, AND FEEBLE MINDED CHLLDREN. 

During the years 1889 and 1890 the State has expended in the 
education of the deaf and dumb, the blind, and the feeble minded 

tilt Kum of 112,027.13. Every application made by indigent parents 
for the education of children belonging to any one of these classes \ 
has been granted under the conditions imposed by statute, and it is 

creflitable to the State that the genenlf appropriation for bene- 
li* iaries generously exceeds the amount annually required for their 
support at the various iustitutions.

AGBICULTUBAL GOLLBOE FUITD. 

I have recontlv received a comminiication from lion. John W. 
Noble, secretary of the interior, calling my attention to an act of 
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congress approved August 30, 189U, entitled An act to apply a 
portion of the proceeds of tlie public lands to the more complete 
endowment and support of the colleges for the beneht of agricul- 
tare and the mechanic arts^ established under the proyisionB of an 
act of congress^ approved July second^ eighteen hundred and sixty- 
two.** 

It appeard by the report upon the same, made by the commis- 
siouer of education, that, though passed and approved subsequent 
to the close of the fical year 1890, the act appropriates to each 
State complying with certain conditions the sum of fifteen thou- 
sand dollars for the year ending June 30, 1890> and increased 
amounts for each subsequent yoar, the money appropriated thereby 
to be applied to the support in each State and territory of one « 
college of agriculture and the meclanic arts, provided no distinction 
of race or color is made in the admission of students thereto, and 
that the first comptroller of the treasury has decided that the in- 
stallment of the fiscal year 1890, and that also for 1891. are now 
due and payable to each State that is entitled to receive the same, 
which mstaliments amount to thirty-one thousand dollars. 

Inasmuch as Vermont, through its legislature, accepted the 
terms of the grant of 1862 and has since maintained a college of 
agricnlture and the mechanic arts which has received the benetit of 
said act, and as the State is thereture entitled to the appropriations 
made under the act of 1890, I have, in response to the request of 
the secretary of the interior, furnished him with the requisite 
proofs, and, as authorized by the act, have assented in behalf of 
the State to the purposes of said grants and have directed the in- 
stallments of the appropriations, now due, to he paid to the State 
treasurer. 

Since the transmission of the proofs I have received no commu- 
nication from the Secretary and can not, of course, say that the 
same will be received as completed evidence of the right of Ver* 
mont to the payment of the installments now due,but I have no reason 
to doubt that they will be paid to the treasurer of the State at no 
distant day. In the event of no further State legislation upon this 
subject, these installments of said appropriations, and those to fol- 
low in the future, will undoubtedly go to the Uniyersity of Ver- 
mont and State Agricultural College under the provisions of its 
charter. Upon the question of the right of the legislature to 
adopt measures for the diversion of the appropriation into other 
channels, I express no opinion, but inasmuch as a respectable num- 
ber of gentlemen, prominent in agricultural circles, have indicated 
to me their |)ur^ose to ask for the establishment of a separate and 
distinct institution for instruction in agriculture and the mechanic 
arts, to be supported by such appropriation, I have deemed it my 
dutT at the opening of the session to call attention to the probable 
early receipt of the first two installments as before mentioned that 
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suob action may be takeu in the premises as^ in your judgment, is 
deemed legitimate and wise.

Wken the legislature of 1888 assembled, there was, as now, a 
well-settled conviction that the resources of Vermont, hoth as a 
mannfacturiiig and agricultural State, were too little known to the 
world, and that means should be devised to advertise the ad van- 
tages which the State offers to those seeking to make new homes. 
Legislative thought finally took form in No. 110 of the laws of 
1888, eutitlcd '*au act provitliug for the appointment of a commis- 
sioner to investigate the agricultural and manufacturing interests 
of the State, and devise means to develop the same.'' Bealizing 
the importance of selecting for the position of commissioner a man 
of sound judgment, experienced in business, of good general in- 
formation, I finally selected Hon. A. B. Valentine of Bennington, 
and after considerable importunity induced him to accept the 
position. In the discharge of these duties, he has known no rest, 
and in a perusal of his report may be seen the evidence of hie 
great industry, his good faith, and an honest pnrpose to accom- 
plish something for the good of the State. If he has failed to col- 
lect the statistical information in regard to agricultural interests 
and productions of tlie State as therein provided,it must he remem- 
bered that he has faithfully employed the only machinery for the 
collection of such statistics that was provided by law, and the fault 
therefore can not rest upon him. 

His report, embodying the result of liis own observation and 
study, is exceedingly valuable, and well calculated to arouse thought 
on the part of those most interested in the Staters welfare, and I 
commend it to your careful consideration. 

SWEDISH COLONIZATION.

You will observe that a considerable portion of his report pertains 

to the scheme inaugurated to induce the be^t class of Swedish 
emigrants to come to Vermont and settle upon what are known as 
unoccupied or abandoned farms^ and you will read the same with 
lively interest. 

The question he presents to your considerjition relates to the 
rontinnance or abandonment of the experiment already inauLU- 
rated, but not yet fully solved, to induce a good class of emigrants 
to ])urchaae lands and make homes in our midst, thus ministering 
to the wealth and j)rosperity of our State. In considering the 
question it will be well to remember that for a good many yearrf 
tnere has been a constant depreciation in farm values. In every 
section of our own country, and in all parts of the world, agricuV. 
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tural interests have suffered a severe depression. In a new and 
growing country like our own, there have been opportunities for 
young men who were strong; temperate^ intelligent, indastrious, 
enterprising and ambitious to seek and make fortunes in the com- 
mercial and^ manufacturing centres, and in those portions of the 
west where 'speculatiye Tames have afforded opportunity for the 
exercise of sagacity and sound judgment. Vermont has reared 
more than her share of this class of men, and the result has been 
that they have taken advantage of the opportunities so offered, and 
in all portions of our land business and professional circles have 
been enriched by the addition of young men with sound minds in 
sound bodies whom we have sent out. The extent to which Ver- 
mont has ministered to the wealth of other States is indicated, in 
so]ne degree^ by the census of 1880, by which it appears that, of 
her native bom sons, there were then residing in Connecticut, 
3,476; in New Hampshire, 15,040; in Massachusetts, 26,943; in 
New York, 31,271; tne majority of whom, I think it safe tosav, 
were to be found in the cities and villages of those States. The 
same source of information reveals the fact that of native horn 
Vermonters there were then residing in Pennsylvania, 3,600; in 
Kansas, 4,900; in Ohio, 7,064; in Minnesota, 7,869; in Iowa, 12,- 
597; in Michigan, 12.588; in Illinois, 14,593; and in far off Cali- 
fornia, 4,681; so that, comprehensively stated, thoro ^vcro then 
residing in the United States 430,041 persons who iiad been born 

. in Vermont, and of this whole number only 251,780,- or about fifty- 
ei^ht per cent of the whole, woro then residing in Vermont That 
this exodus proceeded from the more purely agricultural towns is, 
I think, generally admitted, but if proof were needed, a glance at 
the census tables since 1830 would probably satisfy the most 
skeptical mind of the fact. In the county of Addison, one of the 
finest for agricultural purposes in the State, though her villages in- 
creased in population and importan( * , there was between 1830 and 
1880 a decrease in her population of about 750. In 1830 Benning- 
ton county had 17,468 inhabitants; ten years later, in 1840, only 
16,872, but through a growth in manufactures and the opening up 
of quarries her population in 1880 had come to be 21,950. In 
Caledonia county the population, which in 1830 was 20,967, had 
come in 1S80 to be 23,607, a gain largely accounted for in the 
grow Lb of two or three of her larger villages. In 1S'30 Chittenden 
county had a populatiou of 21,765; in 1850, 29,030; and in 1880, 

, 32,792; a growth largely attributable to Burlington's prosperity. 
In Orange county, wnich is peculiarly an a^^cultural r^on, but 
which possesses sereral prosperous and growing Tillages, the popu- 
lation decreased between 1830 and 1880 from 27,286 to 23,525. The 
population of grand old Rutland county also decreased in the ten 
years between 1830 and 1840, but on the o[u Tiing of her quarries 
and the establishment of manufacturing industries her population 
began to increase, and between 1840 and 1880 she had made a gain 
of about 11,000. lu Washington county the gain of 4,000 between 
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1830 and 1880 was largely in the villages, and t lie gain during the 
last ten years (the greatest of that in any county in the State) has 
been niainly in Barre and Montpelier, and is the direct result of 
the opening of a lar^c number of granite qnarries at the imm 
place. Notwithstandins tlie growth and proBperity of Brattleboio 
and Bdlows Ealls^ the Toaa of population in Win&am county be- 
tween ld30 and 1880 amonnted to 1^985, while in Windsor county, 
with some of our finest and most prosperous villages in her midst, 
the falling off daring the same time amounted to more than 5,000. 

All of onr counties haye snftered from the removal to other 
States of young men from the ranks of our farmers^ and the im- 
pression which has generally prevailed, that only the back towns 
nave been affected, is, in my judgment, unfounded. I am strongly 

of the opinion that the exodus began from the towns more favor- 
ably located with reference to railroads and other great thorougli- 
fares, but was not so noticeable as it would otherwise have heet) for 
the reason that emigration from otlier States and countries poured 
in to take the ])lacc8 of those who had gone out. Connected with 
the building of our early railroads a large immigration from Ire- 
land was induced, and as these new comers became acquainted with 
the existing condition of things, and saw the facilities here offered 
for obtaining homes, thej had the courage and foresight to buy 
and cultivate lands and to encourage their friends abroad to immi- 
grate to Vermont for the same purposes; and in this way it has 
come about that in many of our best towns oui^ Irish fellow-citizens 
have become the owners of a large proportion of the farm property, 
and are highly esteemed for their ititelligence and sncoess. With tlie 
increase of maimfactures in our lnrn:or towns, and the (levelopmeiit 
of our lumber interests in dilferent sections of tlie Stnte, then; 
have also come to us large numbers of industrious persons from 
British America, and wliile a good many of them liave pureliased 
land and are engaged in its cultivation, it is proba-bly true that the 
greater number of them are gathered in the business centres. 

But for the introduction of these new elements into the State, I 
apprehend that the condition we are now called upon to face would 
have appeared much earlier; and the fact that in ten years inter- 
vening between 1870 and 1880 the number of foreign-born residents 
in Vermont decreased from 47,155 to 40,959, indicates that the 
tide upon which we had come to depend, and which had ministered 
so much to the prosper ityr of the towns affected by it, had ceased to 
flow* The extent to which this and other depressing influences 
hare operated is shown by the statement of the Commissioner that 
nearly one-tenth of the acreage of the State is either unoccupied or 
indifferently cultivated, though a large portion of the soil is very 
good, not worn out, and can be made as fruitful as other lands ly- 
ing contiguous which are now successfully cultivated. The towns 
where these lands are mainly found are what are known as back 
towns, or, from their situation, are at some distance from the rail- 
roads or manufacturing centers. Aside from the value of their 
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real estate, there is, oomj^artiTelv speaking, little personal property 
with which to swell the size of tneir grand lists, and as Tames and 
population have gradually lessened, the rate of taxation has cor- 
respondingly increased, until now, in many places, it has come to 
be a serious bnrden to our farmers, and a grave industrial problem 
has been presented for solution. This condition of things cannot, 
in my judgment, be attributfMl either to a free trade policy in the 
past or to the protective taritf of the present, nor is it to be pre- 
sumed for an instant that the lands in qneRtion are poor or value- 
less. They are, as stated by the Commissioner, of good quality ai^d 
not worn out. ^fany of them have buildings in a fair state of re- 
pair, and at the price at which they can be purchased are undoubt- 
edly as good an investment for those desiring to make homes as can 
be found in any part of the United States; but the fact exists that 
in a nation a£!ording so many ayenues to wealth as' are 
open in the United States, and which offers^ so many tempta- 
tions to young men of enterprise and ambition to engage ill 
more remuneratiye pursuits, there is a tendency on the 
part of American boys in every part of our land to abandon small 
farming. So far is this true that almost every ^t;tte in the Union 
)m? been obliged to look to foreign fields for material with which 
to make up or replenish its farm population. 

It is evident to my mind that the enterprising youth whose exo- 
dus from our State helped to produce the present condition of 

affairs, will not return to again join the ranks of our husbandmen. 
It is true also that the sons of our foreign-born population have, 
in a large degree, imbibed the spirit of enterprise that lias inspired 
the action of native Americans, and they too are pushing out into . 
mercantile, manufacturing and professional pursuit, witli an energy 
that IB most commuiulable, but which reminds us that they cannot 
be depended upon to maintain the number of our farmers. 

If our sparsely settled towns are to be re-populated, and the farms 
now unoccupied are to be restored and brought into a higher state 
of cultivation, we too must look abroad for the material with which 
to accomplish iliis result. Almost every State in the Union has 
been compelled to adopt this policy, and to this end bureaus of im- 
migration haye been maintained, and agents have been sent to all 
parts of Europe for recruits. What is true in Vermont is true in 
every part of the land ; farms are waiting for purchasers, and the 
State that makes the most intelligent and well-sustained effort is the 
one that brings emigration to her doors. This was the thought that 
inspired the legislation under which the Commissioner was ap- 
pointed, and that impelled him in his effort to direct the tide of 
foreign emigration to our State. 

After much thought I am unable to avoid the eonclusion that the 
only plan of relief for the overburdened farmer in sparsely-popu- 
lated towns, that offers any hope of success, lies in the direction of 
this experiment 
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In the Swedes vho have been indnoed to settle here, the Com- 
missioner is confident a beginning has been made which will event- 
XLtXly result in a great and lasting benefit to the State ; and after a 
careful personal examination of the colonies at Wilmington and 
Weston, I am of the opinion that the experimental action bo begun 
should be continued during the biennial period upon which we are 
now ent<*ring. Througli the favorable reports of those now among 
US, supplemented by other judicious effort, he hopes and expects to 
reach others of the same class who have means sufficient to enable 
them to make advance payments upon farms they may purchase, 
and who will enter vigorously upon their cultivation. 

The question presented is one of renl import^iTice. Upon you 
alone rests the responsibility of deciding whether, in this critical 
period of the State's history, you will abandon an experiment that 
offers any hope of increasing our population, and thus take a back- 
ward step ; or whetlier, like our enterprising sister States, both East 
and West, you will reach out after desirable emigration from what- 
ever source it may be derived. In closing I can only recommend 
that you make a patient^ careful and candid study of the problem 
as presented by the Commissioner^ and take such action as you think 
will be for the highest interest of the. State. 

EDUCATION. 

Perhaps the most important measure adopted at the last session 
of the General Assembly is the present School Law. It was the 
outgrowth of a conviction long entertained by thoughtful persons 
that the schools of the State never could rise to a proper degree of 
excellence until the teachers should^ as a class, reach a higher 
stMidard^ both in scholarship and in a knowledge of teachings and 
that this standard could only be reached by those who look upon 
teaching as a profession, and are willing to ^pply themselves to a 
patient stu 1} < f its principles and methods. The elements of the 
law through which such results were sought, were those relating to 
the examination of teachers, county supervision, and well conducted 
teachers* institutes. That these agencies have done effective work 
is evident to all who are in a position to judge. The reports of the 
Supervisors represent that even among the teachers long employed, 
there has been a great increase of interest in their work, that they 
have been inspired by new courage and zeal, that they are taking 
great pride in achieving success, and that nearly all are supplying 
themselves with the various periodicals and treatises on school 
work» and in every way possible, are striving to keep abreast with 
the best educational thought. 

The result of the new methods of examination, with their higher 
standard, was Lu deter a certain number of those who had iiiteii<led 
to teach from entering the lists. Some of these were young, and 
anticipating that the exanunation was more difficult than it proved 
to be, had not the courage to take it. Others who were older, 
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bat whose, education was of a superficial character, also d^clmed; so 
that during the first few months of the operation of fche law, there 
was a scarcity of teachers in some of the districts where low ^l ages 
had been paid, and, as a consequence, teachers^ wa^es so advanced 
that in the poorer towns and districts much com^aint was made 
regarding the operation of the law. It appears, however, that 
during the year following m-Awy of the younger and brighter 
teachers who had at first shrunk from tlie examination, applied 
themselves to their Btudies, and taking on new courage found that 
they were able to ])rocure certificates; and thus encouraged, thev 
have entered the ranks of teachers and are pureiuing their work / 
with success. The result seems to be that there is now no particu- 
lar scarcity of teachers, though it is undoubtedly true that with their 
increased competency, wages are somewhat higher, piurticnlarly in 
those districts where the cheapest teachers were formerly employed. 

The complaints regarding the operation of the present law, 
come, as before stated, mostlT from the back towns and districts, 
and relate almost wholly to the matter of expense. In his investi- 
ffations of these complaints, the superintendent has made a care> 

inl study of their difticulties, and the facts he has brought to light 
in relation to the inequalities in taxation for school purposes are 
positively startling. From tables he has prepared it appears that 
while there are towns in the state in which the average rate of taxa- 
tion for school purposes amoimfs to only seventeen cents on the 
dollar of the grand list, there are others where it amounts to sev- 
en ty-iive cents, and one in which such average rate is one hundred 
and thirty cents. 

The same disparity in the rate of school taxes that exist among 
the different towns, exists also in as great a degree among the dif- 
ferent districts in individual towns. In the villages where the 
grand list is large, the taxes are light; while in the hill districts 
where the grand list is small, they are almost uniformly burden- 
some. In glancing through these tables, I notice that in a town 
like Bennington, one district escapes with a tax of six cents on the 
dollar of the grand list, while another is suhject to the hurden of 
a tax ten times as great in its rate. The same also appears to be 
true in Brattleboro, where one district requires a tax of only ten 
cents on a dollar of its LTand list, while another requires one "hun- 
dred; while in Bakersfield the disparity reaches the greatest ex- 
treme, and the contrast in the condition of the people in different 
districts in this respect is exhibited by the fact that in one district 
the rate of school taxation is only seven per cent., while in an- 
other it is two hundred and tifteen per cent. These, of course, 
are extreme instances, and yet you will probably be surprised when 
you examine the tables prepared by the superintendent, and note 
the great inequalities that exist in taxation for school puposes in 
every town where the district system has been retained. 

In his investigation the superintendent has become convinced 
that a great wrong has been done to the poorer cla^s of towns and 
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the smaller districtB in the failure to provide an adequate system 
for equalizing taxation for the maintenance of the common schools, 
and after mature consideration, he has reached the conclnsion that 
the wrong can neyer he remedied until we adopt the policy already 
adopted by at least nine-tenths of our sister States in leyying a 
State tax for this specific purpose. 

He therefore recommends a state tax to equalize taxation for 
school purposes among the towns, and the adoption of the town 
system to equalize taxation among the districts. In addition to 
such innovations, he abo favors a law by which all pupils in our 
puljlio schools shall be supplied with the required text books at the 
public expense. 

He bases his argument in fayorof such recommendation upon the 
broad proposition that the education of the masses is absolutely 
essential to the safetv of the State and the United States; that it is, 
indeed, a public necessity: and that the State in recognition of this 
principle, lias established h system which is compulsory in almost 
every feature, and in which little that is optional can be found; and 
he claims iiiut the spirit of the constitution, as well as its letter, re- 
quires that, inasmuch as society is protected in its enjoyment of life, 
liberty and property in a thousand fold greater de^pree by education 
than throngn its jails and prisons/ every member is bound to con- 
tribute his proportion toward the expense of that protection, and 
that until taxation for the support of those schools in which are 
taught the required English branches is substantially equalized 
among the towns and among the districts, the State has subjected 
a portion of its citizens, and those least able to bear it. to unjust 
hardship. Time will not permit me to review his argument. Its 
material is drawn from every source, hie facts are clearly stated, 
and, to my mind, his lo^ic is unanswerable. A more valuable re- 
port has seldom, if ever, been presented to a Vermont legislature, 
and I bespeak for it the consideration it so richly deserves. 

In my first nit ssairp to the general assembly I called attention to 
the fact, as it seemed to me to exist, that there had been a gradual 
strengthening of public sentiment in favor of the enforcement of the 
statutes relating to the traffic in intoxicating liquors, and that in lo- 
calities where in the past few convictions could be procured, the law 
then found ready supporters and was easily enforced; and that the 
chief difficulty encountered hj the prosecuting officers was found in 
the more populous communities. In this respect I hare had 
no reason to change my opinion, and extended observation has 
convinced me that the proper enforcement of the law in the cen* 
tral localities would result in its perfect enforcement in every town 
in the State. It stands; to reason that if men engaged m the 
traffic in such communities are seen to be succeFsful, not only 
in evading the provisions of the law, but in accumulating hana- 
some properties, weaker men in smaller places will be stimulated 
and encouraged to make a like effort, though upon a smaller scale. 
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If, on the other hand, the hnsineBs is attacked and driven out of 
its strongholds, it will be abandoned in its more exposed positions. 

Much of the opprobrium that has been cast upon the law has 
been the result of a failure in a limited number of the larger places 
to have it impartiallv and vigorously enforced. The men there en- 
gaged in the traffic differ from those in the smaller places in that 
they make it their chief, and only business. They are men who 
are calldused to all sense of right and wrong; the^ enter into a 
criminal occupation with deliberation, they pursue it persistently, 
and they adopt the most desperate measures to shield themselves 
from its penalties; to avoid the operation of tlie law, thoy do not 
hesitate to commit perjury and often suborn others to do the same; 
their crime is of that order that can find no jiisti^icatioii, nor has 
it even the excuse of hot anger or other evil passions that may l e 
urged by those whose offences are often followed by long terms in 
the State prison. It seems to me that in the past these men have 
been dealt with too leniently, both by the law making power and 
the courts, and that every subterfuge beneath which they take 
refuge and every avenue through which they attempt to escape 
shorud be carefully examined and exposed. 

• It is a matter of notoriety, and one viewed with fear and shame 
by all thoughtful citizens, that at every term of our courts men 
who are called as witnesses in these cases commit perjury, appar- 
' ently without so much as a thought that they are guilty of a crime, 
or that there is a possibility that they may be prosecuted tberefor. 
Their guilt-is patent to all, and tlie conclusion can not be avoided 
that a convictiou must follow if 1 lie witness bo prosecuted for per- 
jury. I apprehend that the re;i<i)n why this practice has been per- 
mitted to assume such great proportions lies in the f;int that no 
statutory authority hm been given to our courts to suimnarily or- 
der the arrest o! nuch an offender, and in a disinclination on the 
part of the prosecuting officers to proceed against him on account 
of the difficulty they encounter in framing an indictment for per- 
jury, which, at the common law, is a laborious and painstaking 
process. 

The importance of having this evil remedied, leads me to sug- 
gest the enactment of a statute providing that when a witness or a 
party legally sworn and examined, or making an affidavit, in any 
court of record, testifies in such a manner as to raise a reasonable 
presumption that he is guilty of perjury, the court shall have power 
to immediately order him committed, or to take his recognizance 
with sureties for his appearance to answer to the charge of per- 
jury, and it shall be the duty of the State's attorney to immediate- 
ly institute the prosecution therefor against liini; and to aid the 
same end I also recommend the adoption by law of a simple form 
of complaint or indictment for use in such case, as has been done 
in some of our sister States, thus facilitating the work of the pros- 
ecuting officer, and avoiding the danger that guilty parties may 
escape their just deserts through technicalities in pleadings. A

fair hut Tigorons exercise by the court and prosecating officer of 
the powers so conferred^ would^ in my judgment^ serye to rid our 
courts of the scandal that has attended many attempts to Tindicate 

the law, and by extracting the truth would make this army of wit- 
nesses, which has stood as a sliield of defence to those engaged in 
violation of the law, an instrument of justice. 

In this connection permit me to also call your attention to sec- 
tion 3814, of the Revised Laws and those sections which Immedi- 
ately follow it which, in f^iihstance, provide that when a person is 
found in ^iich a state of intoxication as to disturb the public or 
domestic he may he arrested, and when able properly to tes- 

tify, be brought before a nia^nstrate and compelled to disclose the 
place where, and the person of whom, he pro(^ured the liquor pro- 
ducing his intoxication, and upon failure to 80 disclose, may be 
committed to jail until he shall so do. 

Under thi6 statute large bills of costs are annually incurred in 
most counties of the State, but the benefits intended to be de- 
rived from such disclosures are not correspondingly great. Ex- ' 
perience shows that it is the almost uniform practice of persons 
80 arrested to attempt to deceiTe the magistrates before whom 
they are broo^ht, by pretending that they procured the liq[nor- 
cansing sach intoxication of a stranger, whose name was not 
known, or by making some other equally false statement If the 
magistrate, under such circumstances, comniits the respondent to 
jail, and permits him to remain there until he realizes that the 
subterfuge will not prevail, he usually stands readyto make a 
truthful disclosure: and does so. The magistrate then issues his 
warrant for the arrest of the person furnishing such liquor, who 
is brought before him, pleads guilty, and takes an appeal to 
the county court. When the case finally comes to trial, lit- 
tle ad\antage is derived by tiit? State from the testimony of 
the party disclosing, because he is compelled to admit that when 
first arrested he told an entirely different story, and the jurors 
hesitate to find one guilty of a crime on the testimony of a man, 
who, by his own confession, stands impeached. This eyil has 
reached such proportions that means for itis arrest are imperatiye- 
ly demanded. It is not easy to say what means would hest ac- 
complish this end, but it has seemed to me that some method 
shoidd be devised by which such person will find it for bis advan- 
tage to speak the truth in the first instance rather than to attempt 
A deceit; and I am inclined to the opinion that every person so ar- 
rested and found guilty of intoxication, whould, in addition to the 
usual fine of five doilars, be sentenced to imprisonment in the 
house of correction for a period of thirty daysj and that a discre- 
tionary power be vested in the magistrate to withheld the execu- 
tion of such sentence of imprisonment, wb^n, in his opinion, the 
witness has, without equiyocation or eyasion, disclosed as the stat- 
ute requires* Such a sentence may at first seem harsh and un* 
^ledioi;. :The intoxicated person has usually been looked upon 
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more as an unfortunate victim of appetite than as a Tiolator of the 
law, but when it appears that to his misfortune he has deliberate- 
ly joined the crime of perjury, <all will admit that he has passed 
from the realm of pity, and should be vigorously dealt with. With 
each a discretionary power lodged in the magistrate, there can be 
no fear that a simply unfortunate inebriate wili sutler from the in- 
creased penalty

Another avenue tbrough which guilty men escape the penalty 
of impririonmenL aiid iha other penalties provided by law is that of 
forfeiting the condition of bonds given for their appearance for 
trial, and afterwards, through their bondsmen, making application 
to the court to ofaanoer the same. 

Sec. l,7b;3 of tlie Revised Laws provides that such sureties may 
tile a motion to chancer, and that the court may hear the parties 
and render judgment. This may be a humane provision in some 
classes of cases^ but that it has resulted in disaster in its appliear 
tion to cases arising under fhe statute relating to intoxicating 
drinks can not be denied. Under our present system the presi- 
ding judge in our county courts comes to each'county not ortener 
than once in two years. He is not acquainted with the men brought 
before him Plausable statements are made respecting the reason 
why the respondent failed to tnke trial. His bondsmen (not infre- 
quently the counsel making tbe statement, is one of them,) make 
pitiful appeals for relief, and it often happens that a man wiio 
should have been imprisoned for his crime, not only escapes that 
disgrace by the payment of money, but by the payment of a sum 
grossly inade(juate to the measure of his offense. The extent to 
which this evil has proceeded may be illustrated by calling atten- 
tion to two or three instances that have been brought to my notice 
of the exercise of thia discretionary power on the part of the courts. 
At a recent term in one of our counties a man stood as respondent 
in three criminal prosecutions under the liquor acts. He forfeited 
his bail in each oi them^ and so avoided trials and convictions. 
The State's. attorney, as in duty bound, caused writs of scire fadaa 
to issue against the respondent and his bondsmen, w^hich were en- 
tered at the next term of court. In each of these cases a motion 
to chancer was filed. In the meantime tlie respondent had con- 
tinued his unlawful traffic, and at the last named tt rm of court 
was convicted in three other distinct cases in which he was charged 
ed with illegal sales. Iji face of the fact tliat he was an old of- 
fender, and that since the forfeiture of the bonds, as aforesaid, he 
had persistently followed thisillesal traffic, the court before whom 
he was convicted chancered the bonds forfeited at the previous 
term, reducing them from the sum of four hundred dollars to the 
sum of thirty dollars. Thus encouraged, this man is, I am informed, 
still conducting a most profitable business. Another man, also 
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a well known violater of the law, WM oonvicted at a single term of 

conrt under two charges of maintaining a nuisance, and one charge 
growing out of the disclosure of an intoxicated person, yet in the 
face of established jruilt t]ie court chancered bonds ferfeited bv 
this man at a previous term from the sum of four hundred dollars 
to the sum of twenty dollars, and the respondent continues his 
business with an assuriiiit e of undisturbed peace. After a full 
consideration of this subject, I am satisfied that the right to chan- 
cer bonds giyen in liquor cases should he taken from the court 
In other classes oi crime there is not so much danger that the 
proofs against the respondent can, or will be dissipated by a delay 
of six months, and if m such cases^ the bondsmen produce their 
' principal in court there is equity in their claim that they should be 
relieved of the operation of the bond, the condition of which has 
been broken; but in li(}uor cases experience has proved that a delay 
of six months ordinarily results in an acquittal, and even though 
the bomlsmcn surrender their principal after such forfeiture, or he 
be brought in- on a bench warrant issued by the court,proofs of his 
guilt have become so wanting that he usually goes free, or is'Jet off 
upon a tritliug penalty. Let the bonds be enforced and I am satisfied 
that the practice of forfeiting them will cease in all cases save those 
where a conviction must be followed by imprisonment, and certain 
others where the business is so prosperous that the respondent is 
willing to pay the amount of the bond for an opportunity to con- 
tinue it another six months. In this connection I commend to the 
consideration of the General Assembly the fact that in the United 
States courts the power to chancer bonds given by way of recog- 
nizance is not recognized by statute, nor by the published rules of 
practice, and I feel confident that a denial of tliis right to nnr 
courts, in all cases arising under the liquor laws of the State, will 
aid matei ially in the admiuistration of justice, and will work no 
wrong to any individual. 



NUISANCB ACT. 

• 

Another obstacle, and to my mind one of the most serious^ to 
the successful enforcement of the law, is the construction that 

some of the judges of our supreme court have placed upon the so- 
called nuisanro :ict, n : t.itute better suited to the purpose of really 
closing the saloon tliau any other now found in the volume of our 
laws. Section 3,830 of the Revised Laws provides that "every 
saloon, restaurant, grocery, cellar, shop, billiard room, bar room, 
and every drinking place or room used as a place or resort, where 
intoxicating liquor is unlawfullv sold, furnished or given away, or 
kept for selling, furnishing or giving away unlawfully, and every 
place or room used or resorted to for gambling, shall be held to be 
a common nuisance, occupied in violation of law/' Subsequent 
sections of the statute provide that when there has been any vio- 
lation of the law in any one of the places named in the section 
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quoted, ilie court shall adjudge such place to be a common nui- 
sance, and the same shall be shut up and abated by order of the 
courts and the officer serving snch order is directed to post on the 
*'door or main entrance'^ to such place a notice that the same is 
closedy and sach place can not thereafter be opened hj the person 
convicted until he files a bond that he will not again engage in the 
unlawful traffia 

If the parties enj^aged in liquor selling or gambling never occu- 
pied but one room in so doing, there would be little difficulty in 
following the statute and in closing places of that character; but 
in almost everj instance when a person is about to engage in liquor 
selling, he opens what is called a grocery in which he keeps a stock 
of go^8 which age can not tamid, and in addition to the room 
where the goods are kept, and connected therewith, he has back 
rooms and side rooms!, as well as a cellar, all of which he can use 
as occasion requiicis. In case of a search and seizure, liquor is 
frequently found in some remote point of the cellar, in a cupboard, 
in the fuel room, or in some other apartment, which, if closed, 
would not operate La atiect the party's business. 

It ha8 always gromed to me that the word '^o^rocerv," as used in 
the statute, wac^ intended to cover all th*' rooms occupied by the 
proprietor in the management of his business, and that a violation 
of tile liquor law in any one of them would constitute the whole a 
coniiiion nuisance. 1'iie statute requiring the notice to bo posted 
upon the door or main entrance " to such place would indicate 
that such waa the legislative intent, and what is true of the word 
"grocery'' would also be true of the words saloon" and "res- 
taurant'' But the phraseology of section 3836 before quoted^ is, 
when taken altogether, so peculiar that the courts have placed 
upon the act a narrower construction than the one indicated, and 
have construed the word place/' as used in tliat and subsequent 
sections, to mean the particular room in which the violation of the 
law wa« committed. This construction has rendered the statute of 
little or no practical effect in suppressiug nuisaiu es. 

In support of this statement permit me to call your attention to 
a few of the many instances which have come to my knowledge in 
the application of the law. In one of the villages of our State, a 
man occupied four rooms in conducting his business. The only 
main entrance to them led from the street directly into the largest 
room in which were billiard tallies. Out of this room opened three 
smaller rooms. He was brought into court charged with main- 
taining a nuisance in the building in which siiid rooms were situate 
and tiled a plea of guilty in which he described the nuisance as 
" the room at the right of the entrance to the billiard room on the 
first floor of the buuding described in the indictment/' which plea 
was accepted by the court. The room so ladjudged a nuisance was 
one of the smaller ones opening out of the billiard room, and wlien 
that was closed by order of the court, all the respondent had to do 
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was to move his bar into one of the other small rooms^ and cany 
on his illegal traffic as freely as he had done before. Another per- 
son who was indicted for maintaining a nuisance occnpied rooms on 
the first floor of a business block and the cellar underneath the 
same. He was a well-known violator of the law. A search of the 
premises was made, but matters had been so well attended to that 
the only liquor discovered was in the cellar. The court accepted a 
plea of guilty which described the nuitsance as a room in one cor- 
ner of the cellar and made an order closing said room, hut leaving 
all the roouis above mentioned luuilleoted by the judgiatiiit. Pos- 
sibly another instance will aid in showing the insufficiency of this 
statute when construed as above indicated. A dealer of liquors 
was brouffhi into court charged with maintaining a nuisance. The 
place of Dusiness consisted of at least four rooms^ the main and 
only entrance to which led directly from the street into the room 
where he kept groceries. Connected with this room by doors were 
other rooms, in one of which was kept a well equipped bar. Others 
were used for storage and for fuel. In a «purcli of these premises, 
which had evidently been anticipated, liquor was found secreted in 
the fuel room. The respondent filed a plea of guilty of maintain- 
ing a nuisance in the room last named, which plea was accepted by 
the court, and the majesty of the law was maintained by closing 
the respondent's woodshed, while he was left to give a hearty wel- 
come to his patrons in the rooms where they had been accustomed 
to be receivecl. It has been claimed^ and with some reason, that 
if this construction of the statute be carried but a little further the 
interior of a jug will be deemed a "place'' and declared a nui- 
sance, in which case the order of the court will be posted upon the 
cork, and the remaining jugs in the same closet remain unaffected 
by the order. 

In calling attention to these oases by way of illustration I do 

not intend to cast any reflection upon the courts issuing such or- 
ders, but do it to call attention to the peculiar phraseology of the 
statutes which permit such orders to be made, which orders have 
brought ridicule upon the courts and have rendered attempts to 
enforce an otherwise effective statute farcical. 

Added to this difficulty is another that grows out of. the provis- 
ion permitting the place adjudged a nuisance to be opened by the 
owner when he has filed the bond prescribed by law. Hy reneon of 
the practice before noticed such bonds usually cover only one of 
the several rooms occupied by the dealer, so that he may go the 
grand round of his apartments and upon each of his convictions 
give a fresh bond and, until the number of his convictions equal 
the number of his rooms, there is no need that he violate the con- 
dition of either of the bonds previously given. In practice, also, 
even in a breach of the condition, I have never had a case come to 



to say where the blame rests; I simply know that in general such 
a bond is of no practical use in restraining the party giving the 



my knowledge where 




I do not pretend 
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same from further violation of the law^ and the result is that a 
man may continue in business in substantially the same place for 
year after year^ though he be couTicted time after time in the same 
* court. I haye in mind the case of one man vho has been in busi- 
ness in precisely the same rooms for three or four years. That his 
place, though called a grocery, is a saloon, is a matter of public 
notoriety. He was once indicted for maintaing a nuisance and not 
caring to take a trial, forfeited his bonds. At the following term 
of court two additioQal pro^erntions under the nuisance act and 
one for illegal sales were pending jiuainf^t liim, in all of which he 
was convicted. Six niontlis later there were }>< riding against him 
four diiTerent prosecutions in the same court, one for maintaining 
a nuisance, one for illegal sales, one for keeping with intent to sell, 
and one on the disclosure of a person found intoxicated, all of 
whioh cases were continued to the next term on account of the 
sickness of the respondent. Twelve months later this same man 
was in the same court charged with maintaining a nuisance and 
had five other prosecutions pending aEgainst him. He pleaded 
guilty to maintaining a nuisance^ but the court limited the opera- 
tion of its order to a store room mentioned in the plea, while the 
other cases \Yere continued. At the following term the same man 
was in court, again cluirged with maintain ini^ a nuisance upon the 
same premises and was convicted, \mf unly one out of the four 
rooms occupied by him was affected by the order; so year after 
year, in precisely the same rooms this man has .gone on .persist- 
ently violating the law. 

Another difficulty that asserts itself in the enforcement of this 
statute arises from the fact that, while under the law as it now 
stands, the person convicted can not again open the place adjudged 
a nuisance without giving the bond prescribed by the statute, any 
other person may step in and do so. The result is that the ostoi- 
sible proprietorship of the saloon changes as often as judgments 
are entered broad enough in their terms to really affect the busi- 
ness, but the saloon its^ goes on as if nothing had happened. In 
most instances of this kind the real proprietorship rests in the per- 
son firfit convicted, although it is sometimes difficult to demon- 
strate such fact in a court of justice. 

There is no reason for such a condition of things as I have de- 
scribed. Let the law be so amended that every order adjudging a 
place to be a common nuisance shall be broad enough to cover uie 
entire premises occupied by the respondent, whether they consist 
of one room or twenty; let such premises be closed, not only against 
the respondent himself but against all persons whomsoever, and 
for any and-every purpose; let the clause providing for opening the 
same upon giving a bond be repealed and have every order for 
closing a nuisance absolute in its terms and not subject to be sus- 
pended by any power or person for at least six months; and, at the 
end of such tnue, permit such premises to be opened only upon 
the application of the owner thereof to the court in which the con- 

f 
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yiction was had, and then only upon the filing of a proper bond 
the condition of which shall be conddered broken in the event of 
the conviction of any person of a violation of the liquor lav in any 
part of the same. 

With such amendments, and- others that may to you seem to be 
needed, the law will, in my judgment^ become efCective, and places 
known by all to be saloons will be a thing of the past^ At aO 
events, they will not be openly conducted and will cease to be a 
mockery to the law. Such an order as has been suggested may be 
deemed severe in its application to the owner of the premises^ but 
it seems to me to l)e the only means of effectually closing the 
saioous. If the owner is ignorfint of the character of the business 
done on his premises (a condition hardly to be imacrined) he ha?, 
upon coming to a knowledge of tlie same, a right to terminate his 
lease and to maintain an action against his tenant for dam^iges. If 
he has had knowledge of the business he ought to be and is subject 
to a |)eualty, and he deserves no pity and is entitled to no con- 
sideration. Common prudence ordinarily leads a landlord to in- 
form himself of the nature of the business carried on by his tenant, 
but if one be found who, having eyes sees not, and ears hears not, 
the provision suggested would bring him to a realizing sense of the 
condition of things and lead him to the exercise of at least ordi- 
nary caution in the future. 

The legislation in relation to the trafiic in intoxicating drinks 
should, in all its branches, be clear, strong and effective; and I 
most earnestly recommend that the subject be taken up with a due 
appreciation of the subterfuge and opposition that is uniformly 
exercised by violators of the law who are desperate in their ]>nrpo5e 
to destroy its power, and that in devisiiiLT remedies the general 
assembly exeri ise a courage which will indicate a purpose to make 
prohibition prohibit in Vermont.

STATE EXPEiJSES. 

• One of the most important subjects demanding your considera- 
tion is the largely increased cost of conducting our State affairs. 
With the single exception of our Legislatiye Assemblies, every de- 
partment flhows a growing expense to the State, and yet the growth 
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has been so gradaal that it is only by a comparison of biennial pe- 
riods that the u&pleasant fact is brought home to us with proper 
force. 

A comparison of the biennial periud ending Angiiet 1, 1882, 
with that ending August 1, 1890, shows that whereas $5G8,000 
paid the running expenses of our State for the first biennial period 
of the decade, it took $951^000 for the last biennial period; and tins 
too, notwithstanding the fact» that in nearly every department of 
business, the legitimate returns of labor and capital have been upon 
a constantly descending scale. 

I ask your careful attention to the following table which has 
been prepared with considerable care, and is,! believe, substantially 
correct; it shows the expenditure in each department in each of the 
biennial periods as reported by the State auditor comprises only 23 
months, I have added one-twenty-third in some cases in order to 
arrive at correct conclusions:

To legiislatc with that wise discrimination which will do no in- 
justice, and at the same time fearlessly cut off ever^ extravagance 
in whatever quarter it may exist, is a labor to which the people 
of Vermont look to you to devote yourselves, always keeping in 
view the ability of the people as a whole, in their present condition, 
to bear the burdens imposed upon them. 

SPECIAL APPBOPRlATlOJJiS, 

The tendency of each succeeding Legislature for the past ten 
years has been to guard the treasury with less and less care against 
the demands made upon it in the interests of special objects. 
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The entire sum paid out on acts of special appropriation for the 

two yearR eTiding July 31,1882, was only $25,805.77, while the 
gpecTfil appropriationR made by the Legislature of 1888, or paid 
during the last biennial term under former acts, make the unprece- 
. dented aggregate of $192,33U.:;io, as appears by the following de-

In the general stateniuiit of total expenditures, the item of 
special appropriations for the last biennial period includes $100,000 
for new insane asylum, which, although exhausted by contracts 
already let, has been only in part paid over to the contractors. 

The time will never come when a multitude of patriotic and 
charitable objects may not properly appeal to us for assistance, 
and I should regret to see any evidence of a disposition to with- 
hold needed support. The present tendency is, howeyer, toward 
prodigality, and I urge that you scan carefully every bill, asking 
lor an appropriation for special and extraordinary purposes, giving 
your approval to such only, as clearly appear to you to be demanded 
by the honor and welfare of the State. 

TAX OK 00BP0BATI0K8* 

The supreme court of Vermont has decided that our statute, 
taxing earnings of transportation companies, received from inter- 
state traffic, is in violation of the constitution of the United States. 
It will therefore be you duty to enact a law hj which these cor- 
porations may be legally called upon to bear their share of the pub- 
uc burdens. The satisfactory solution of this j^'oblem will de- 
mand the exercise of the greatest care, in order that the courts 
may not again decide unconstitutional such a law as may be en- 
acted. 

To no other subject considered in this message, have I devoted 
so much thought, but inasmuch as the honorable commissioner of 
State taxes has given the subject an exhaustive investigation, 1 
conclude to offer no definite suggestions at this time. I visited 
Commissioner Martin at his liomc where lie was confined by sick- 
ness, and received from him assurance that he would, early in the 
session, submit for your consideration a bill wliich he helie\ es will 
avoid the constitutional objections which render our present law 
inoperative. 
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Having settled the constitutional question, it will be your duty 
to consider whether the amount which corporations have been pay- 
ing under the existing law is their equitable proportion of the pub- 
lic burden. Taxation should be just and equal, bearing upon each 
industry and each class of property alike, considered with reference 
to its ability to pay. Since the Dabc>age of the corporation tax law in 
1882, the amonnt to be raised annually by taxation for State ex- 
penses has been continually increasing, while the abilify of tlu 
farminff lands o{ Vermont to pay, has been constantlv fiminish- 
ing. 1 submit that a re-adjustment is only a matter ol jitBtice to 
the end that the arbitrary rate, established in 1882 under favorable 
conditions, be made to conform to the proBcnt largely increased 
measure of expenditure. I^nilroad corporations now pay from two 
to five per cent of their gross earnings; transportation, steamboat 
and car companies two per cent; exprepp, telegraph and telephone 
companies tnree per cent; savings banks and trust companies eix- 
tenths of one per cent on their deposits. I think these corpora- 
tions can be asked to contribute one-fifth more than thej now pay 
without doing them an injustice. 

The amount assessed on corporationB in 1889 was $209,000. The 
changes herein suggested would have made the amount ^323,000; 
this dilferenee of $54,000 would help to lighten the load now rest- 
ing largely, upon an interest which oonferaedl^r bears much more 
than its share of the public burdens; and> if it is found that such 
a change as it is herein suggested is not inequitable^ it is clearly 
your duty to nmke it. 

DOUBLE TAXATION. 

When the burdens of taxation are not equitably apportioned 
there is just cause of complaint. The taxation of real estate and 

at the same time of the mortgage indebtedness thereon imposes a 
double tax which is clearly unjust. E<|uity demands that the mort- 
gagor and the mortgagee should be taxed according to their re- 
spective interest in the land, 

I have been unable to formulate to my own satisfaction any 
statute by which it is practicable to effect the needed change in 
our present law, but it seems clear to me that, if some method 
could be devised to remedy the evil, it w^ould lift a burden from 
the real estate of Vermont which can be removed in no other way. 

You should consider the question in all its bearings under the 
light of such full discuBsiou as the importance of the subject will 
doubtless command. 

COTTRT EXPENSES. 

This is a subject which the State auditor has considered so fully 
in his report, which you will have before you, that he has practi- 
cally exhausted it. Tlio unpleasant deduction from the figures 
given by him is that this branch of State expense for the past two 
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years has been ^147.000 as against $107,000 for the bieuuial period 
ending July 31, 1888. The avenige annual expenditure in this 
department for the first four years of this dcoado, 1880 to 1884, 
was only $46,000. The auditor points out specifically the causes 
for this increase. 

YoQ viU ezamine this matter with that care which its import- 
ance demands, and I trust that with the data fonnd in the audi- 
tor's report, and such personal information and assistance as he 
will be able to give you, you may £nd some way to check this 
alarming increase in the cost of our courts without impairing their 
efficiency. 

OfflCIAL 8ALABIES. 

I recommend that you give this branch of State expenditure a 
thorough invostigatiouj and if you find that salaries have been 
raised from term to term, without a corresponding increase in the 
labor or rejsponsibility attached thereto, yon should reduce them 
fearlessly, and without favoritism, whether the incumbent affect- 
ed thereby be the governor or the doorkeeper. 

Service for the State should receive the same pay which like 
servir-e is able to command in other departments of labor where the 
same degree of ability and responsibility is required, and when the 
remuneration of any ollicial becomes so attractive that the position 
is sought after by many because of the salary attaching thereto, 
the salary should be reduced. 

state's fbisok xTsrn house of coBKBCTioir. 

The discipline seems to be excellent at both these institutions. 
At the State 8 prison, both the total and per capita expense has 
been diminishing since 1880 until the last biennial period, which 
shows a marked increase over the two just preceding. Since 
1884, the average annual expense of maintaining each inmate at 
the State's prison has been 8t;8.46 ; at the house of correction, 
$2-7.01. The difference in favor of the latter is owing to the fact 
that the fines and costs recived at this institution are used to re- 
duce the net cost to the State. 

I append the following details of cost of support of the inmates 
of the State's prison for the past ten years :

Your attention is called to the reports of the officers of these 
institutions, which will give you snch information touching their 
management as you may require. It does not now occur to me 
that any legislative action in their hehalf is needed. 

BEFOfiM SCHOOL. 

It is unpleasant to communicate to you any facts which seem to 
indicate an unwarranted measure of expenditure in the manage- 
ment of any institution drawing its support from the State treas- 

\}ry. But in mv opinion, one of tlie highest duties incumbent 
upon the executive is to carefully ascertain ail important facts 
touching the management of our State institutions, and communi- 
cate them unreservedly to you, whether such facts are pleasant or 
unpleasant. 

I have made as careful computation as the figures at hand would 
permit and find that the net expense, including the expense of 
trustees, for each scholar cared for at the Keform School has grown 
from $115 in 1880 to *187 in 1889. 

The exact figures are as follows:

The extraordinary expenses incurred in 1882 and 1883 were for 
permanent repairs. I am pleased to be able to say that tlie figures 
for the current year will show a reduction of something more than 
ten dollars per scholar as comjiared with 1889. 

By reference to the report of the superintendent it will be seen 
that more than 68 per cent of the entire number of girls were of 
the ages of 13 and 14 years at the time of cornrnitment, and more 
than one-third of all commitments over eleven years of age were 
for gross lewdness. Statistics show that in these cases reformation 
is effected in only a small proportion of the whole number. With 
no suitable facilities for sepaiating the girls according to their 
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offenceB, it seems evident that the result of this intermingling, 
viewed from a moral standpoini, must be harmful. The superin- 
tendent informs me that he does not see how this association can 
be avoided with the small number to be proyided for, without in- 
.cnrring unreasonable expense. The hi^est average number of 
girls ever in the school was 21 in 1883. There were 17 in 1885; 
16 in 1887, and 12 in 1889 ; very likely one-half of these girls 
might have been cared for quite as well at home, and the remain- 
der could be more satisfactorily provided for at some other institu- 
tion, even if locnferl out of the State. The superintendent gives 
it as his opinion that the expense per schohir, iu the g'lrW depart- 
ment is uow nearly or quite double that in the boys' department, 
or nearly one dollar per day for each girl cared for. 

T recommend tliat a careful investigation be made into the svs- 
tem upon which this school is conducted, to the end that tlie ex- 
penses thereof may be lessened, if it can be done without interfer- 
ing with the welfare of the scholars; and unless a better method 
con be devised for caring for the girls, I believe you will deem it 
advisable to abolish this department of the school. 

SOLDIXBS'' HOXB. 

The directors of the soldiers' home will lay before you a de- 
tailed statement of the condition of this institution. 1 sec no rea- 
son for anticipating an outlay on the part of the State in excess of 
$100 per annum, for each inmate of the home, as the United States 
government divides with the State the expense of supporting our 
veterans there until such expense reaches 1200 per annum. 

I do not recall any other institution in Vermont receiving State 
aid, whose directors do not receive pay for their services from the 
State. This institution, however, is managed by a board of Ver- 
mont veterans, who appear to take sincere peasure in its manage- 
ment for no other reward than the consciousness of having per- 
formed a patriotic duty; and I am unable to observe any evidence 
of less iudicious management than is bestowed upon those institu- 
tions whose board of direction are paid. 

I am led to make these suggestions, not because I would have 
the State parsimonious in dealing Avith her public servants, but be- 
cause it occurs to me that we establish many commissions which 
could be filled by a class of our best citizens who, having their ex- 
penses paid, would be pleased, without remuneration and purely 
fi^^ a matter of patriotism and State pride, to give the State the 
benefit of their judij^ment and experience. 

I believe no better institution of the kind exists iu this country 
than the Vermont Soldiers' Home. 

THE KEW IK8AKE ASYLUM. 

The Poland pauper law of 1880, so called, with amendments 
thereto since made, has operated to change the burden of support 
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' of many paupers from the town to tbe State. Under this law it is 
only neceosary for overseers of the poor to prove that their idiotic 
non-compos, and demented paupers are dangerous, to enable their 
towns to relieve themselves of the burden of support, by sending 
them to the State insane asylum. 

The State's attorney of each county represents the State in 
these matters, and presumably investigates carefully all applica- 
tions for commitment of this class of persons. But as a matter of 
fact investigations are often practically exparte and the towns, 

with the phrowdncRS proverbial in snch cases, too often find little 
or 7K) difficulty in making such a showing as will secure the com- 
mitment of its paupers to the asylum. 

The supervisors of the insane are supposed to correct the evil 
growing out of this tendency to shift the burden from the town to 
the State: and, to their credit be it said, they have been faithful 
defenders of the treasury, and a large number of the paupers, im- 
properly committed, liave been returned to tlie towns from which 
they were sent. It is however undoubtedly true that a larue num- 
ber of the inmates of the asylum would be cared for at home were 
it not for the fact that by sending them to the asylum the towns 
avoid the expense of their maintenance. 

I am not prepared to say that, from a humane standpoint, it is 
not right that many of these unfortunate persons be taken caro of 
at the asylum rather than at home; but unless some additiunal 
safeguards arc provided, we must squarely meet the only alterna- 
tive, to wit, the expenditure of a half million dollars within the 
next five years in tne building and equipping of an asylum capable 
of caring for five or six hundred patients. This unpleasant fact 
was brought to the attention of the legislature of 1888, and an ap- 
propriation of 1100,000 was made for the pnrpose of building and 
equipping a new asylum. 

Under the act of 1888, a site was selected at Waterbury, and a 
contract let for the erection of the buildings, the aggregate cost of 
which, including the site and architects' charges, has b^n in round 
numbers, 198,000. An additional appropriation will be immedi- 
ately required to heat, light and furnish this new asylum, the es- 
timated expense thereof being 150,000. When the $50,000 shall 
Imve been expended the institutiion will be in condition to care for 
from 1^5 to 150 patients. 

After consultation with tlie supervisors of the insane and the 
trustees of the asylum at Brattleboro, it seems clear to me that no 
further addition to tlie new asylum should be made during the 
next two years. They are of the opinion that the relief, which the 
new asylum with its present capacity will afford, will enable them 
to care for such patients as shall be properly cared for by the State 
until the legislature of 1892 can make further provision therefor. 
I therefore recommend that a sum not exceeding $50,000 be ap- 
propriated to finish and furnish the new asylum, and if^ at the end 
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of two years, it is deemed expediout to make further appropriatious 
for the purpose of enlarging the iuBtitution it can then be done. 

The annual expenditure on the part of the State for the insane 
was in round numbers 120,000 in 1875, $30,000 in 1880, 34,000 in 
1885, while the bill just paid to the Brattleboro asylum for sup- 
port of the insane the past year is $72^697. 

STATE B£N£FIGIA&I£S FOBEIQN INSTITUTIONS. 

During the past two years the State contributed to the support 
of its beneficiaries at foreign institutions, $12,829.61, as follows:

The aggregate of our expenditures for these different classes of 
unfortunates varies but little from year to year, the largest expense 
during the last fifteen years being $7,103.90, in 1882, the smallest 
$4,091.16, in 1876. Tne average cost per year for hftee^ years has 
been $6,303.02. 

I know of no reason why the policy of the State with reference 
to the support of tiiese persons should be changed. We cnnnot 
afford to practice economy in this direction, and yet good business 
prudence may suggest to you the projiriety of at least a biennial 
inquiry as to the reasonableness of the prices paid for maintenance, 
and wiiether the beneficiaries are not persons whose other means of 
support are such that the State should be relieved therefrom. 

AOBIOULTUBAL OOLLSOE FUND. 

In 1865 the XJnivert^ity of Vermont and State A^fjricultural Col- 
lege became the reci|>ieut of an annual income of $8,130, from 
what is known as the State AgriculturalCollege Fund. In 1887 the 
National congress passed what is known as the Hatch bill, by rirtue 
of which the State agricultural college has since received annually, 
for the benefit of the experiment station, the sum of $15,000. In 
August of the present year another bill, introduced by our own 
senator, Hon. X S. Morrill, was passed by the National congress 
by which the State is to receive the further sum of $15,000 an- 
inially, this sum to be increased $1,000 each year until it reaches 
$25,000. 

The spirit of these various acts of appropriation clearly is that 
these sums, amounting in all to $38,130 to be increased as above 
to $48^130 annually, shall be used for the purpose of building up an 
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indubUiai and agricultural school, where thotie who desire to en- 
gage in agricoltural or industrial pursuits may obtain as nearly 
free from cost as possible, a higher and more distinctiTely agricnf* 
tural or industrial training than can be had at onr ordinary schools. 

I urge upon you the necessity of careful and earnest considera- 
tion of the ueeds of the agncuitural department of the university. 
In seems to me that the cause of Agriculture in Vermont shonid 
receive a wonderful impetus from the wise expenditure of the mu> 
nificent sums which wul hereafter come to us by virtue of these 
several grants. 

I know of no body of men more competent than the present 
legislature of Vermont^ composed as it largely is of practical farm- 
' ers and business men, to consider and mature wise plans calculat- 
ed to secure the important ends which are attainable under these 
niost liberal appropriations. It is a matter which should receive- 
your immediate and careful attention, to the end that ample dis^ 
cussion may be had before the hurry of the cloeing days of the 
session shall divert your attention to matters of infinitely less im- 
portance. 

In the development of any project^ connected with this import- 
ant subject, even a larger sum than will come to us under present 

grants is necessary, it should he remembered that legitimate and 
judicious pxpcnditure in the cause of agricultural education is wise 
economy in a State like Vermont, whose material welfare is largely 
dependent upon its agricultural prosperity. 

I hope that in what I have said I shall not be understood as re- 
flecting upon the University of Vermont. It is an institution 

which stands deservedly high in the affections of every lover of 
higher education in our State, and to President Buckham as its 
honored head, tlie State is in large measure indebted for its high 
standing at liome and abroad. For Professor Cooke, as the liead 
of the experiment station, I have received from leading agricultur- 
alists, with whom i have been in correspondence and consultation, 
only words of highest commendation for his thorough and consci- 
entious devotion to the work he has in charge. 

BDUGATIOK. 

The Bohool law of 1888 effected a radical change in our educa- 
tional system. It was to be ezpeqted that in putting the new ma- 
chinery in motion there would be more or less friction. After a 
trial of but a little more tlian a year, it would seem unwise to pass 
judgment upon the practical working of the new system, or to 
nastily condemn a law which in its general features has proved so 
successful and beneficial in other States. We cannot conceal the 
fact, however, that in many portions of the State the system is re- 
garded with disfavor. Its unpopularity undoubtedly grows out of 
the additional expense which it involves. The eifect of the law 
has been to raise the standard of qualifications and, a^ a result 
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fewer teachers of the reauired standard have been obtainable, and 
these at largely increased wages. While a poor teacher at any price 
is undoubtedly poor economy, still the greater increased pay wliich 
teachers demand under the new law makes a burden which falls 
too heavily upon the small districts in our agricnltural communi- 
ties. A tax of 75 to 100 per cent, of the grand list for the sup- 
port of schools in addition to other taxation will not be cheerfully 
borne by any community. 

I should yenr much regret, however, to haye these suggestions 

construed as ac fvocating a return to the old system. OuF present 
school law is, without qiio«!tion, a step in the right direction. While 
economy should be t)ar watchword in most branclie^ of our State 
administration, we sliould not forget that reasonable liberality is 
the only true economy in matters of such vital importance as that 
of education. Our schools are not better than they ouglit to be; 
but such an adjustment of the burden of their support should be 
made, as will enable the poor to enjoy their blessing without be- 
ing taxed beyond their ability to bear. The law as it now stands 
should be so amended as to still further equalize the burdens of 
taxation for the support of schools in towns where the district sys- 
fem is still adhered to. The report of the State superintendent of 
education is full of valuable suggestions on this subjeot. You will 
also have for your guidance the reports of the several county super- 
visors, and your legislative committees will get from consultation 
with the State superintendent and tlie county supervisors much 
valuable information touching this matter. In this connection I 
earnestly urge the enactment of a statute which shall provide for 
the furnishing of free text-books. I know of no single item of ex- 
penditure, which, in my judgment, would yield a greater measure 
of good for the limited outlay required. 

MILITIA. 

Your attention is invited to the biennial report of the quarter- 
master-general and the adjutant and inspector general. They 
give the necessary details to enable von to judge as to the ex- 
penditures required to maintain the miiiiia. There can be no 
question that the condition of the National ( Juard of Vermont has 
been materially improved during the past ten years, and now^ com- 
pares favorably with the favorite regiments in the larger states. 
The people of Vermont have reason to be proud of the organiza- 
tion^ but just how far they are willing to go in its support is for 
you to decide. I make no recommendations. The question is 
rather one of State pride than of State necessity. The expeose of 
militia for each biennial period during the past ten years has been 
as follows:

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SAVINGS BANKS. 

You will liiive before you the ro]>ort of the inspector ot finance, 
giving ji full detailed statement ol the condition of each of the 
institutions under hh eb;irge, together with valuable faets touching 
tlie workingsof our savings bank laws. The information which he 
gives us, **That the tendency to send money west and south has 
reached its climax," will I am sure, be exceedingly gratifying to 
you; and yet we are confronted with the unpleasant fact that the 
inveBtments in mortgages out of the State hare increafled from one 
and a quarter millions in 1879 to seven and a half millions in 1890. 
The inspector's suggestions that ^'Investments in foreign real es- 
tate certainly ought not to go beyond the limit now fixed by law,'^ 
meets my hearty approval, and I am of the opinion that the inter- 
ests of the State, as well as the interests of the depositor^ would be 
better subserved if the amount which any savings bank could in- 
vest in western mortgat^^es wat? limited to 40 per cent of the entire 
assrts of the bank, and I recommend a statute making this limit. 
I endorse all he says with reference to school savings, and hope 
some action may be taken to encourage thrift among the children 
of Vermont. 

I would call your special attention to his suggestions concerning 
the inspection of western land companies. I believe tlie law of 
1888, making the examination of these companies a duty of the 
inspector, has not resulted beneficially to our State. I have no 
doubt that the inspector has been as faithful in his examination of 
these institutions as the limited time at his disposal would permit, 
but from the very nature of the oase, the value of these brief ex- 
aminations must depend largely upon the integrity of the officers 
of the institutions examined. Expert bookkeeping on the part of 
unscrupulous officials makes it possible for idl loan companies, both 
good and bad, to come into our State armed with a certificate of 
good character frorn the inspector, and we have only to examine 
the columns of the State press to see how quick these institutions 
are to avail themselves of this adv antage. One western company 
advertises itself as ''A hanking corporation under the jurisdiction 
of inspector of finance of \'ermont, and examined by him yearly," 
and it is well known that the agents of these corporations quite 

generally claim this for their institutions. I submit that the 
tate cannot afford to stand as sponsor for the soundness of insti- 
tutions over which it has no juriediction^ and thereby open up new 
avenues through which the money of our people/ so much needed 
to develop our industries at home^ may find its way out of the 
State. ' 

This savings banks and trust companies of Vermont are the cus* 
todians of more than $19,000,000 of the peoples' money. Tbej 
should be a bulwark against financial stringency upon which our 
people may securely rely, and the tendency to a smaller measure of 
conservatism in carrying actual money is to be deprecated. I 
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reeomrneud tlie passage of a law requiring them to carry not less 
than five per cent of their assets in cash or in some approved de- 
pository in Vermont, New York or Boston, with the further re- 
quirement that not less than one-half of this sum shall be carried 
in cash or in ^ erniont baitkb. 

BAILBOAD 0OHMI86ION. 

Yon will read carefully the report of this commission, to the 
end that von my judge as to the aaTisahility of conferring upon it 
additional powers. Tviiile it is questionable whether the people of 
Vermont have received that substantial benefit from this commis- 
sion which was anticipated when it was created, still I should re- 
gard it as a step backward to abolish it. I believe it rntlier to be 
your duty to give to the commisBion a measure of vitality which it 
does not now possess. 

Its expense to the State is something more than $4,500 per year, 
and unless additional powers and a higiier measure of responsibility 
is conferred, T believe a less expensive board will meet the require- 
ments of tlie State. Should you conclude to enlarge its powers^ an 
examination of the report will suggest to you the direction in 
which such enlargement should be made. " For instance, touching 
upon local passenger fares, they speak first of- the greatly reduced 
rates — two cents per mile — afforded to many citizens of the State 
by the purchase of mileage tickets or books^ and then add as fol- 
lows : But there is a large class which includes those who^ for 
want of pecuniary means, and for other good and sufficient reasons^ 
are nnable to share in the benefit of those reduced rates, but are 
compelled to buy a single ticket and pay therefor three to four and 
one-half cents per mile — a rate of fare almost equal to the stage 
coach rates of fifty years ago. It is needless, perhaps, to remark 
that this latter chiss includes all who are the least able to pay. It 
(the board) entertains the hope that all the railroad companies 
will see their way clear at an early day to make such reductions in 
local passenger rates as to remove tliis alleged inecjuality, and this 
in the interest of their patrons who are, for reasons above stated, 
unable to avail themselves of the present reductions." 

The point may be raised that the regulation of the railroads of 
\"ermont should not be in the hands of a commission, but experience 
shows that the practical workings of a law permitting the commis- 
sion to stand between the puUic and the railroads has not been 
found to work unjustly in those States in which the commission is 
clothed with power to give vitality to its suggestions. 

We confer upon these corporations valuable franchises, and in 
return they should extend to all the people of the State reasonable 
rates of transportation; and I know of no more equitable manner 
of reaching an adjustment of these matters than through a rail- 
road commission clothed with reasonal)le powers such as are giren 
them in many of the other States of the Union.

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BAILHOAD PAbSES. 

In February, 1887, the congresB of the United States passed 
what is known as the interstate commerce law, which provides 
snbstantially that in commerce between States, railroads shall not 

receive from any person or persons, a greater or less compensation 
for the transportation of papsengers or property, tli:in it receives 
from any other person or persons I'or the same service under similar 
conditions. The act is suitably guarded by proper exceptions. 

At the risk of quoting too liberally the views of another, I take 
from the first annaal report of the inter-state commerce commis- 
sion — a commi^j^ion including among others, an honored son of 
Vermont, Hon. Aidace F. Walker — giving its views of the statute 
abbve referred to, after having observed its workings. Speaking 
first of favoritism iu the transportation of freight, they then pro- 
ceed in tlie folk) wiug emphatic language: 

The evils of free transportation of persons were not less con- 
spicuous than those whicn have been mentioned, concerning 
freie^hts. This, where it extended beyond the persons engaged in 
railroad service, was commonly favoritism in a most unjust and 
offensive form. Free transportation was given not only to secure 
business, but to conciliate the favor of localities and of public 
bodies; and, while it was often demanded by persons who had, or 
claimed to haye, influence which was capable of being made use of 
to the prejudice of the railroad, it was also accepted by public offi- 
cers of all grades and of all varieties of service. In these last cases, 
the pass system was particularly obnoxious and baneful; for if any 
return was to be made or expected of public officers, it was of 
something not theirs to give, but which belonged to the public 
or to constituents. A ticket entitling one to free passes by rail 
was often more effective in enlisting the assistance and support 
of the holder than its value in money would have been, and in 
a great many cases it would be received and availed of, wlien the 
offer of money, made to accomplish the same end, Avmild have 
been spurned as a bribe. Much suspicion of public men resulted, 
which was sometimes just, also sometimes unjust and cruel; and 
some deterioration of the moral sense of the community, traceable 
to this cause, was unaroidable while the abuse continued. The 
parties most frequently and largely farored, were those possessing 
large means and haying large business interests. 

The general fact came to be, that in proportion to the distance 
ther were carried, those able to pay the most |)aid the least. One 
without means had seldom any grounds on which to demand free 
transportation, while with wealth he was likely to have many 
grounds on which he could make it for the interest of the railroad 
company to favor him, and he was sometimes favored with free 
transportation not only for himself and family but for business 
agents also, and even sometimes for his customers. The demand 
for free transportation was often in the nature of blackmail, and 
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wag yielded to tmwillingly, and through fear of dama^inff conse- 
quences from a refusal. But the evils were present as mack when' 
it was extorted as when freely giren/^ 

It is difficult to understand why the proTidons of the inter-state 
statute above referred to should not be adopted in Vermont. Bnt 
it is unnecessary that I add to the arguments of the inter-state 
oommerce commission any of my own. I have conferred with the 
presidents of the leading roads in Vermont, and am assured that 
with such conditions as should properly be made, such a law would 
prolmbly meet the hearty approval of every railroad manager in the 
State. I earnestly hope that you will not conclude the labors of 
this fleseion without placing upon our statute books a law substan- 
tially like that quoted from the United States statute. 

TEMPEKANCE. 

» 

An attempt will be made at the present session to disturb the 
long established policy of the State on the question of temperance. 

I do not deem it necessary to multiply words upon this subject. 
The people of Vermont are not ready to legalize the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors in public saloons, and all legislation should be in 
harmony with this idea. If you find the present law defective^ 
correct those defects; if you find any part thereof a dead letter on 
our statute books, repeal it; if over-zealous friends of temperance 
have secured the passage of laws which tend to imperil the entire 
prohibitory system of our State, modify Buch provisions to the end 
that the law may more and more command tlie respect and support 
of all good citizens, never forgetting that the policy of prohibition 
IB too firmlv intrenched in the hearts of the srreat bodv of the com- 
mon people, to allow your seriously entertaining any proposition of 
repeal. 

My proHecessor has devoted to this subject a vast amount of 
thought, and has given yon in bin retiring message the results of 
his labors. I heartily endortie iiis recommendations, based as they 
are upon an extensive experience in liquor prosecutions and com- 
ing aa they do from one w hose warm iutcrcBt in ail matters pertain- 
ing to temperance entitles him to voice the sentiments of its friehds 
invermont.

0OKSTITUa:XONAL AHEKDMBKTS. 

The senate may make proposals of amendment to the constitu- 
tion at the present session. 

Changes in the constitution should be made only when the pub- 
lic good clearly requires it. The practice now prevalent in most of 
the States of holding the freeman's meeting on the first Tuesday 
in November and the general assembly the winter following, has 
strong arguments in iU favor. It would obviate the necessity of 
an additional election every presidential year, and bring the ses- 
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sion of our leginlature at a time when our farmers have greater 
leisure than at the busy time of harvest. 

ITnlesB some objection which does not now occur to me can be 
urged against the change^ it seems to me that the good of the State 
would better subserved by conforming to the general custom. 

OSNTBKKIAL OF YBBMONT'b A]>HI88I0K TO THB UNION. 

Our State was the first to be added to the original thirteen, and 
the one hujidredtli anuivarsary of her admission to the Union occurs 
on the fourth day of March next. It will be for you to bay m what 
niiiiiiier tiiis event shall be celebrated. Until recently it has been 
understood that the Bennington battle monument would be dedi* 
cated in 1891 and it has been suggested that if you deemed it ex- 
pedient^ the centennial anniversary might be celebrated at the 
same time A prominent member oi the monument association has 
recently advised me, however, that the monument is so far incom- 
plete that its dedication the coming year may not be thought advis- 
able. I will not therefore make any recommendation at this time, 
but presume that before the close of the scspion the monument 
association will oifer deiiaite plans for your consideration. 

« 

AUSXBALIAN BALLOT SYSTEM. 

The privilege of every voter to cast his ballot without fear, and 
subject to no improper influence or espionage is one of the most 
sacred rights of American citizenship, lhat the Australian system 
protects this right of the voter more fully than any other yet sug- 
gested, is concraed. Wherever it has been tried it has become 
popular. The only important objection to its adoption, that I 
have heard expressed, is that of expense. For the purpose of care- 
fully investigating this objection, I have corresponded with the 
smaller towns in Massachusetts where the law is in operation and 
learn that the cost is too small to be worthy of consideration, being 
from five dollars to twenty dollars in places corresponding in popu- 
lation to the large majority of Vermont towns. 

Vermont cannot afford to be tardy in the adoption of any system 
having for its end a purer ballot^ and believing that no better 
method has yet been devised to aecomplish this, I earnestly urge its 
adoption.. 

COMMISSIONER OF AGRICULTimAL AXD MAN U FACT L RING 

INTEAESXS. 

You will have before you the report of the commissioner, in 
which is given an exhaustive survey of that most important sub- 
ject, the re-occupation of our unoccupied farms. Governor Dill- 
mgham has given much attention to the working of this commis- 
sion, and devotes a large part of his retiring message thereto. 
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For the purpose of informing myself as to the chiss of people who 
are heing brought to Vermont through the exertions of the com- 
missioner, a,nd the character of the farms they are occupying, I 
visited the Swedish settlements at Wilmington and Weston ; and 
while anything i might add to what has already been Miven you on 
this topic, hj the governor and the commissioner, woula be unneces- 
aary repetitionj.I wish to emphasize what they haye said in two 
important particulars. 

First, There is, in mv opinion, no better class of men coming to 
us from foreign countries than the Swedes. They are intelligent, 
fairly educated; frugal^ industrious and honest. . In a word ihey 
are just the material out of which desirable citizens are made. 

Second, It is clearly for the interest of Vermont that we induce 
thepe people to come to our State, and locate upon our unoccupied 
farming lands, if it can be done without unreasonable expense. 

I believe the commissioner has given to the performance of the 
important and arduous duties devolving upon him, a mensure of 
energy and conscientious devotion which few men would have be- 
stowed upon it. He has been animated from the first, as it seems 
to me, by a desire to perform a patriotic duty. 

It only remains to add, thtit the entire scheme is an experiment, 
the success or failure of which, it is yet too early to predict. 

Whether these Swedes will cling to their farms, and by their 
success thereon, attract others to onr State, or, failing of success, 
shall desert the lands they have purchased, and go to other fields, 
time only will determine. 

I am inclined, after a somewhat careful surrey of the field, to 
recommend a moderate ap|»ropriation for the continuanoe of the 
commission another two years. 

« 

THE world's FAIB. 

The four hundredth anniversary of the discovery of America by 
Columbus, which is to be celebrated by a world's fair at Chicago in 

1893, may require some action on the part of this Legislature. Dr. 
H. H. Mclntyre, of West Bandolph, and Hon. B. B. SmaJley, of 

Burlington, have been appointed commissioners for Vermont by 
Governor Dillingham. They have recently returned from Chicago, 
and will undoubtedly lay before you plans enabling you to give the 
matter intelligent consideration. A prominent sheep breeder in 
Vermont informs me that no proper representation of this industry 
can be made, without at least a year's preparation, and strenuously 
urges action at this session. Very likely exhibitors of stock of 
other kinds may take the same view' of the matter. I believe some 
action should be taken by you at this session to the end that onr 
State may be creditably represented at the exposition* 
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WEEKLY i'AlMEJSTS. 

Obserration and experience confirm me in the oonrictioii that 
both corporations and individaals employing help in large numbers^ 
should pay their employes weekly and in money; and if demanded 

by tlio labofing men of tlic State, I believe it is your duty to grant 
them statutory protection with reference to time and manner of 
payment, similar to that in force in neiglibor states. The employ- 
ees in most of the manufacturing establishments of the State are so 
liberally treated that, although not paid weekly, they are neverthe- 
less satisfied and express no desire for legislative action in their be- 
half. I have not been able to make sufficient investigation to fully 
satisfy myself as to the extent of the abuses claimed to be practiced 
upon employees in this particular. No one can have better informa- 
tion touching. this subject than you, who come direct from the 
people. 

You will take such steps touching these matters as you may deem 
wise. Your action should not be hasty, nor should you unnecces- 
sarily interfere with the business arrangements of ourmannfacturers, 
unless you find a real abuse^ and one that is so generally prevalent 
as to demand relief at your hands. 

TEN HOUB LAW. 

The most of the New England States have found it advisable for 
the protection of operatives in their manufactories to pass a law 
relating the hours of labor. There can be no doubt that the 
dnft of public sentiment is strongly in favor of the enactment of 

laws to improve the condition of the laboring classes, and I recom- 
mend as a step in the right direction, that a law be enacted prohibit- 
ing the working of females and minors for manufacturing corpora- 
tions, more than ten hours per da v. I have corresponded with the 
managers of several of the hirge nj;i ]infnoton>« in New Hampshire, 
where a statute, ap})licable to all mill operatives without regard to 
age or sex, lias been in ojieration two years or more, and the replies 
are uniformly to the effect that the law works no injury to the 
muiiui'acLurer. 

New Hampshire is solving the problem of deserted farms by at- 
tracting from the large cities those who would make their summer 
homes upon her hillsides. Vermont may well follow her example 

and by planting trees along our highways and in our villages add 
largely, not only to our own comfort, but to the general attraet- 
ivencFS of the State. Another important feature of the subject 
of forestry which will press u})on us for consideration within a few 
years, is tin; wliolesale destruction of our forests now going on. 
Serious injury to the physical interests of the State will eventuallv 
result therefrom, and I know of no subject of oo great importaucc 
to the State, 'which receives so Utile attention.

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RBVI8I0K OF THE LAWS. 



It has been the policy of the State for sometime to make a re-" 
vision and compilation of the statutes at the beginnin<r of every 
decade. It will be incumbent on you to make provision for this 
work. 

UKITBD STATES SBNATOB. 

It will be your duty on the second Tuesday of the session to elect 
a United States senator for six years, from the fourth of March 
next. 

CONCLUSlOlir. 

Again I wonld impress upon you the importance of the work ftt 
hand^ and urge the neoessity of taking np this work at once and. 
pursuing it diligently to the end. We come, here as the represen- 
tatives of the people, whose servants we are, and who may right- 
f nlly look to ns to bring to the discharge of our duties here that 
same degree of industry and careful consideiation which we would 
devote to our own private afEairs.

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REPORT OF THE JOINT STANDING COMMITTEE ON 

TILE HOUSE OF COiUiECTlON. 



To tKe Senate and Mnm of lt«pre9entative$ : 

The joint standing committee on the house ot correction, who, 
by joint resolution were instructed to visit that institution, and 
report thereon, beg leave to submit the following joint report: 

On llie 17lh day of October your committee examined, no far an 
they were able, the sanitary condition of the house of correction, . 
and found the same in good order, and cleanly kept. The watch, 
f alness of the superintendent^ for the health and comfort of the 
inmates, was eyerywhere apparent. 

The plumbing, heating and ventilation 'are in good order. 

Two old boilers, which formerly supplied power to the machinery 
in the shop, have been replaced by a new and larger one, thereby 
insuring safety, both to persons and property. 

The failure of the parties, who fonTrerly leased the criminal 
labor of the house, necessitated some immediate action on the 
part of tlu trustees to employ the same to as good advantage as 
posBible for the State, which they did, by contracting with the 
assignee of the insolvent firm for tlieir stock and orders of the 
company, in the interest of the State. We were pleased to learn 
that the stock thus purchased had all been paid for with the labor 
of ^e inmates, and they were now working at a net profit, while 
orders for their work had accumulated so rapidly, that it would 
take nearly a month to clear their books of those already on hand 
waiting to be filled, and new ones coming in every day. The 
only conclusion your committee could arrive at was that the pres- 
ent condition of things is much more favorable for the State, than 
the plan formerly followed, by which the labor of the prisoners 
was leased to outside contracting parties. 

There were at the time of our visit sixty-five inmates, of whom 
six were women who were employed under a cojnpetent matron, 
in making and mending tlie clothing worn by the prisoners; and 
in all the various kinds of work done in and about the institution, 
there was a manifest mark of order, system and economy stamped 
upon everything. The security of the jail and workhouse is un- 
questioned, while added to the highly satisfactory working and 
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management of the inRtitutton, may be mentioned another item of 
especial interest to the tax-hnrdencd people of the State, to wit:

REPORT OF JOINT STANDING COMMITTEE ON RE- • 

FORM SCHOOL. 



To the Honor able Senate and House of Representatives : 

The joint committee on the reform school, aceompanied by the 
Hon. H. C, risk and Hon. F. 8. Stranahan, trustees of tliat insti- 
tution, visited the same at Vergeimes, October seventeenth. Most 
of the day was s])ent in a thorough and critieal examination of 
every department witli especial reference to ascertaining if the in- . 
tention of the State in establishing the school was being carried 
out in a wise and economical manner. 

We found it a reformatory institution in fact as well as name : 
Tkat the superintendent and employes appear to keep steadily 
before them the fact that the unfortunate cnildren placed in their 
charge are to be reformed, if possible, from their evil tendencies, 
and started on the road towards honest, industrious, honorable 
citizenship ; that many children who have been placed in the 
school — some perhaps for the only reason that parents have died or 
abandoned their care, leaving them waifs u])oii the Rtreet — have 
been so iiitellcctnally and morally guided as to become useful citi- 
zens, filling places of honor and trust in the State and elsewhere. 

The genial superintendent, Mr. Andrews, whosceme to have the 
confidence of the children to a marked degree, gave every facility 
for seiBiiig the children while at work, at their meals and in the 
school-room. We first visited the boys — some seventy in number, 
ranging in ages from eight to sixteen years — ^in the workshop, 
where they were bottoming chairs, the only occupation that the 
State has provided, except work upon the farm. We found them 
industriously hastening through their tasks and apparently under 
perfect discipline.

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In both the boys' and girls' department the forenoon given to 
work, tlie afternoon to stud v. Tn this connection we would call 
attention to the fact that the occupation of bottoming chairs is no 
longer, if it ever was, a profitable vocation, and cuusequently is of 
no advantage to the boys as a trade, as the most skillful could 
scarcely earn his board at it, the pay for such work being so small, 
and we think the State ought, if possible, to provide facilities for 
teaching some trade or trades to the boys, so tnat when they leave 
the institution they w^uld not be thrown on the world with no 
knowledge how to earn a living, and in consequence left danger- 
oosIt near the State prison. While it might and undoubtedly 
would require some additional expense to the State for the 
necessary manufacturing plants, it seems to us that the State in 
taking these children and standing in the place of father and 
mother to them, has a sacred duty to perform which is above the 
mere consideration of dollars and cents. We understand that the 
trustees have considered tliis question and taken steps to ascertain 
if some trade could noi bo taught, but as yet, on account of the 
expense, have not found anything they consider feasible to adopt, 
but it is sincerely to be hoped that something in this direction will 
soon be accomplished. 

The girls — ^thirteen in number^ ranging in age -from nine to 
eighteen years — we found in a separate bnuding conTenientiiy ar- 
ranged for their accommodation, busily at work iliaking and mend- 
in|f the clothing of the boys. In doing this they are learning some- 
thing that is of practical use and at the same time of advantage to 
the institution, as the expense saved of making and repairing the 
clothing of seventy or eighty boys is no small item. We think 
that the girls should also be tauglit cooking and other necessary 
requirements of housekeeping, and have received the assurance of 
the superintendent that this shall be done. 

In the school-room where the children assembled in the afternoon, 
we eyidenced an exhibition of proficiency in the common branches 
which indicated careful painstaking work on the part of the in- 
structors. 

Perfect discipline here as elsewhere prevailed, and a spirit of 
christian devotion to their work by the teachers was apparent. 

The buildings of the institution we found in good repair, com- 
modious and conveniently arranged for the different departments 
of the school, and perfect, so far as possible to ascertain, in their 
sanitary arrangement. 

The large barn, well tilled with produce from the farm, and valu- 
able stock, showed careful attention to the farming interests. 

Careful inquiry and investigation was made as to the expenses 
and management of the school and farm, with especial reference 
to eliminating all useless and unnecessary e^ense, but we were 
iiniO^le to find any nlace where a reduction could be safely made, 
and properly provide for the children in the charge of the State. 

The policy pursued by the trustees in furloughing out children, 
as allowed by law, when suitable places can be found for them, un- 
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doubtedly reduces the general expenses considerably, allliough the 
expenses of those remaining in the institution show a higher 
rate per capita in ooQseqaenoe. 

WnUe the expenses of the school might be reduced, as has been 
suggested, by aoolishing the girl's department, we have been una- 
ble to discover where these unfortunate children call be as well and 
cheaply cared for and educated as here where the necessary build- 
ings and conveniences the State already has, and when the work of 
the </irU is taken into consideration, we do not think their cost to 
the btate is unreasonable.

BEPOBT OP THE JOINT STANDING COMMITTEE ON 

THE STATE rrasoN. 



To the JBonorable Senate and Some of Repreeeniaiives : 

The standinsf conmiittoe of the senate and Iioubo of representa- 
tives on the State prison at Windsor, respectfully report that in 
obedience to the joint resolution, they visited and inspected the 
same on the Slst day of October, 1890, in the company of Hon. 
W. H. H. Bingham, one of its directors. * 

They were met by B. W. Oakes, its superintendent, who re- 
quested a thorough and careful inspection. 

Cleanliness is observed in all its departments; neatness prevails 
among the inmates, each has his place, and almost perfect disci- 
pline IS maintained. 

Owing to the generous appropriations from preceding assemblies, 
the buildings are in good order and condition, and therefore no 
appropriation therefor is deemed necessary at this time. 

The expenses of any institution maintained in part by income 
arising from the labor of its inmates^ will largely depend upon the 
numbers and amount of the earnings, and so long as our courts 
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insist upon sending convicts who have committed felonies to the 
house of correction, instead of the prison, just bo long the ex- 
penses of the prison will be proportionately larger, the force of 
Keepers being the same, with a small number of inmates as with a 
larger. During the pnot term there were the items of sub- 
sistence and clothing," wbich showed an increaBe over the term 
preceding, and your committee carefully exaiiimed into the causes 
of snch i^oreaae. 

They found that in snbsiBtence there was a proportionate in- 
crease of expense to the amount of about $400^ and this wag^par- 
tiaJIy explained by the increased cost of a oar load of flour and 
the loss of a valuable cow, while the balance was caused by the 
fluctuation of prices in the market. 

In clothing, which includes bedding and toweling, the committee 
find that the small excess was nearly, if not quite wholly,in the ap- 
praisal, the standard of value being reduced at the last inventory. 

To the politeness of the superintendent and his officers we return 
our thanks, and endorse him as a prudent and painstaking oilicer, 
carefully guarding the interests of the State, and making the se- 
curity of the institution, discipline of the inmates, care of build- 
ings and the expenses of the^State his sole and only bnsiness.

REPORT OF THE OOMMITTi^ ON ELECTIONS. 



To the Gemral Assembly now in session: 

The Committee upon electionli to whom, by resolution of October 
10th, was referred so much of the governor's message as relates to 
the Australian ballot system, report that they have given the sub- 
ject careful consideration, and are agreed that it is the recom- 
mendation of reformatory measures, having for their aim, purity 
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of laws roIatin^T to elections, and provisions ample in their scope to 

Erevent bribe i v, intimidation and corniption which to some extent 
as become the rule instead of the exception. 
While it does not appear to yonr conimittee, that iu our State, 
there is the urgent need of vigorous restraint of the abuse of 
fraiichiseprivileges as iu larger aud more populous quarters, they 
are forced to the consciousness, that public sentiment, the index 
of requirement, is giving unqualified approval of its adoption as a 
preyentioB against any of the forms of abuse of election privileges 
that are too manifest^ and warrant the enactment of such methods 
of procedure at the polls, as will secure the protection of the 
rights of every citizen. Experience in different states of the union 
where the secret method has been adopted, gives confirmation of 
its practical operation and furnishes a strong argument against 
opposition to the principle of ballot reform. Even in smaller 
towns where the system has been adopted, and at first it was deemed 
an uncalled for measure, and where there was but little inclination 
to reduce these methods to practice, they are now strongly advocat- 
ing the principle and are enthusiastic iu their expressions favoring 
its general adoption, and public opinion is being strengthened by 
its usefulness. ^ Your committee are olthe opinion, that a radidcal 
change of existing laws relative to the proper conduct of elections, 
except as ^ as they are in conflict with enactments for the perfec- 
tion of the secret ballot system, is uncalled for, and that as they 
now exist meet the required need. In view of these facts as they 
appear to us we respectfully report the accompanying bill, entitled 
an '*act to promote purity of elections, secure secrecy of the bal- 
lot, and to provide for the printing and distribution of ballots at 
public expense/^ formulated with special reference to an abridgment 
methodsof procedure, practical operation in detail and the avoiding 
of such expense to towns in conforming to its requireiiiciit, as will 
in any sense make the system objectionable, and we recommend the. 
passage of the bill by the senate and house of representatives.

lb the General Assembly of the State of Vermont: 

The trustees of the Siato Library at their meeting to-day adopted 

the following resolutioua : 

Re^^ojrnd, That the trustees of the Vermont State Library deHire 
to placf^ oil their record — and to express in tlieir report to the gen- 
eral iKsserably — their regret iu the lamented death of their fellow- 
trustee, the Hon. Frederick Billings. 

Occurring within the firbi of his membership of ihc board, it 
leaves them to miss the friendly presence and eenial companionship 
which they promised themselves, and deprived of the sympathy and 
aid they were looking forward to from the wise interest he was 
known to have in library affairs ; an interest in the collection of 
valuable books and their proper bestowal, which be specialy mani- 
fested in the gift he made to the University of the State of tbe 
scholarly library of the late Hon. George P. Marsh, and in the erec- 
tion of the bofiiitifiil library building which bears his name, and has 
become hi- tit and noble monument. 

Bat regt i't in Mr. Billings's decease — tbe trustees are well aware 
— is to be had on larger crrouuds than those personal to themselves 
in the intimacy and conduct of their Board. They have to lament, 
in his departure, the loss joi a true lover of Vermont ; who had a 
quick eye for the beauty of its hills and woods, and a heart quick 
for the tradition of patriotism and integrity among its people. He 
was the large-minded citisen, to whom all the interests of his native 
State were dear, bnt dearest — ^its highest concerns of education and 
all intellectaal advantage, of moral worth and I'eligious conviction* 
The welcome which the trustees were waiting to give him to the 
meetings and counsels of their Board cannot now be given. His 
name and memory remain among them to record with true respect 
and high honor." 

Resolved, That we lost bv the death of Hon. Charles H. Heath 
one who delighted in library work and was most helpful in it ; and 
his loss to it, to ourselves, and to the State, we, his fellow-trustees, 
deeply regret. He was wise in counsel and strong in action; and 
withal earnest and faithful in friendship.

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IIEFOBT OF THE JOINT COMMITTEE UPON i^LECTIOM 
TO WHOM WAS EEFBRKED THAT POBTION OP THE 
GOVEENOR^S MESSAGE EELATING TO THE AUSTEA- 
LIAN BALLOT SYSTEM. 

To the QeMTol Asiembly now in uuian : 

The committee upon elections to whom by reeoliition of October 
10th, was referred so much of the governor^ message as relates to 

the Australian ballot Bystcm, report that they have given the enb- 
ject careful consideration, and are agreed that it is the recom- 
mendation of reformatory measures, having for their aim, purity 
of laws relating to elections and ])rovi9ion8 ample in their scope to 
prevent bribery, intimidation and corruption wnich to some extent 
has become the rule instead of the exception. 

While it does not apnear to your committee that in our State, 
there is the urgent neea of vigorous restraint of the abuse of fran- 
chise privileges as in the larger and more populous quarters, they 
are forced to the consciousness, that public sentiment, the index of 
requirement, is giving unqualified approval of its adoption as a 
prerention against any of the forms of abuse of election privileges 
that are too manifest and warrant the enactment of such methods 
of procedure at the polls, as will secure the protection of the right* 
of every citizen. Experience in the ditferent States of the Union, 
where the secret method has been adopted gives confirmation of its 
practical operation and furnishes a strong argument against oppo- 
sition to the principle of ballot reform. Even in smaller towns 
where the system has been adopted, and at first it was deemed an 
uncalled for measure, and where there was but little inclination to 
reduce these methods to practice, they are now strongly adyocating 
the principle and are enthusiastic in their expressions favoring its 
general adoption, and public opinion is being strengthened by its 
usefulness. Your committee are of the opinion that a radical 
change of existing laws relatiye to the proper conduct of elections, 
except as far as 9iey are in conflict with enactments for the per- 
fection of the secret ballot system, is uncalled for, and that astney 
now exist meet the required nred. In view of thcsp facts as they 
appear to us we respectfully report the accompanying bill, entitled, 
''an act to promote purity of elections, secure secrecy of the ballot, 
and to provide for the printing and distribution of ballots at pub- 
lic expense, formulated with special reference to an abridgement of 
methods of procedure, practical operation in detail and the avoid- 
ing of sucji expense to towns in conforming to its requirement as 
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will in an J sense make the system objectionable, and we recom- 
mend the passage of the bill by the senate and house of represen- 
tatiyes.
